Appeal for 
FAA noise

Why couldn't some of the Federal Avi- 
ation Administration (FAA) funds appro- 
priated by Congress for mitigation of 
noise from aircraft operations at commer- 
cial airports be u<>ed for the same purpose 
at military airports like Oceana in Vir- 
ginia Beach.

When a resolution to that effect was 
considered Tuesday, no one, including the 
Citiicn-s Concerned about Jet Noise 
(CCAJN) who had made the original re- 
quest, thought it was a good idea. 

It wouldn't happen and it was not a 
practical move in the city's efforts to 
keep the jet noise down, they said.

New police 
chief outlines 
goals for dept.

Alfred M. "Jake" Jacocks Jr. has 
been Virginia Beach's acting police 
chief since August, but he's still set- 
tling into his new digs at Police Head- 
quarters.

Jacocks intends lo make his mark. 
The 28-year veteran of Ihe Virginia 
Beach Police Department rose through 
its ranks, the first home-grown officer 
to be appointed chief since 1969. 

Jacocks joined the department as a 
civilian desk officer at age 19 while 
pursuing an associate's degree in po- 
lice science at Tidewater Community 
College. 

"I saw it (Ihc job) as a way not only 
to get my foot in Ihe door, bul also lo 
help pay my way through college," he 
said. 

Jacocks first became attracted to law 
enforcement while a teen growing up 
in Norfolk. An officer who worked his 
neighborhood always took time out for 
youngsters.

Tho,se citizens of Virginia Beach 
who claim that injecting the political 
party machines into local election 
wiH only in- 
crease cor- 
ruption and 
negativepar- 
tisansh ip 
have a point. 
Under our 
current po- 
litical system 
it would do 
just that. We 
certainly 
don't need to 
make a bad 
situation 
worse. 

But sup- 
pose we had 
a different 
.system altogether? If our political 
parties served only as the organizing 
and nominating apparatus for candi- 
date-selection, and not as campaign 
funding machines, theirpositivecon- 
tribution to the process of free and 
open elections would be immeasur- 
able. 

It is well understood (even by sup- 
porters of the current corrupt cam- 
paign system) that only money has a 
voice in American politics. It is dol- 
lars, not citizens, that decide the out- 
come of our elections. But solving 
the campaign funding problem is the 
easy part. It would do no good unless 
the nominating process itself was re- 
formed at the same time. 

Let's suppose that every locality 
collected a mandatory $2 annual lax 
from every resident of voting age in 
its jurisdiction. That would easily 
provide sufficient funds to finance 
the general election campaigns of our 
local races on a bi-annual basis, espe- 
cially if we require local TV and 
radio stations to provide access to 
free airtime. 

Suchpublic financing wouldclimi- 
nate the need for fund raisers and end 
the corrupt practice of individuals, 
corporations, unions, special interest 
groups and political action commit- 
tees buying undue influence over our 
public officials. It also removes the 
obvious advantage wealthy individu- 
als have over middle and lower in- 
come citizens when it comes to serv- 
mg in public office. 

No American citizen has the right 
to shirk his or her duty to insure we 
have free and open elections, which 
are the life-blood of our self-govern- 
ment. Those who don't vote harm no 
one but themselves. They foolishly 
cede to others the right to make deci- 
sions that directly impact their lives. 
However, not voting does not give 
anyone the right to shirk their civic 
duty to make certain our elections are 
free from corruption. And there is no 
citizen so impoverished that $2 a 
year is going to bankrupt them. Free- 
dom is not free — it requires the 
shared sacrifice, both of time and 
money, of all the citizens for it to 
endure. 



No American 
citizen has the 
right to shirk his or 
her duty to insure 
we have free and 
open elections, 
which are the 
life-blood of our 
self-government. 

But, like I said, cleaning up the 
financing of the campaigns is only 
half the battle. We need an entirely 
new system for nominating candi- 
dates if we the people are going to 
have a say in the process. In the first 
place, Virginia's system of holding 
elections every six months is ridicu- 
lous. That only guarantees that voter 
turnout will be as low as possible 
instead of the reverse. 

Let's imagine that every two years 
all certified political parties would 
hold a primary election on the Satur- 
day after Labor Day. To be certified, 
every party desirous of fielding can- 
didates in the general election would 
have to file a petition which con- 
tained a sufficient number of voters 
willing to register as members of 
their party for that primary election 
cycle. 

Those parties who certify would 
be required to nominate a minimum 
of two candidates for each office, or 
be banned from running candidates 
for any office in the fall. That would 
end the growing totalitarian practice 
on one-candidate races that charac- 
terized nearly 80 percent of our elec- 
tion ballots. Even better, it would 
mean that incumbents would always 
have- to face a primary challenge. 



decreasing their tendency to be less 
and less accountable to the people 
they represent. 

Independents would be allowed to 
vote in any of the parties' primaries, 
but could not run for office on their 
own. Anybody who wanted to run on 
a platform different than those of the 
established parties would be expected 
to form his or her own parly to com- 
pete in the electoral process. 

The advantages of such a system 
on the local level is that politics would 
again be about people and not dol- 
lars. The national parties would be 
expected to re-certify every election 
cycle just like any locally-formed 
party, so the playing field would at 
last be level for all political voices. 
Of course, we would need to set the 
number of members high enough to 
be sure all certified parties arc viable 
but low enough to allow insurgent 
parties the right to genuinely com- 
pete. 

As for running for the two (or more) 
primary nominations within the po- 
litical party, those campaigns should 
be privately funded, but with strict 
disclosure requirements, contribution 
limits and expenditure caps. No ad- 
vantage should be given to any con- 
tender merely because o( his or her 
personal wealth or big-money back- 
ers. 

We should remember that the fed- 
eral government stepped in to insure 
that the Teamster Union elections 
were free and open. fJow much more 
should ourcity governments have the 
right to insure that our public elec- 
tions are the same? 

Call me a dreamer, if you like, but, 
after all, our self-government itself 
was but a dream in the hearts of our 
founders. As an American, 1 proudly 
share the dream of those giants who 
dared topropose the greatest political 
experiment ever launched in human 
history.

Stormwater management has been 
the subject of much discussion. An 
active 1999 hurricane season, which 
brought Hurricanes Dennis, Floyd 
and Irene and other storms in rapid 
succession, has posed challenges to 
the storm wa- 
ter system 
that services 
Virginia 
Beach. 

If you ex- 
perienced 
flooding, you 
may have a 
number of 
questions. 
What causes 
certain areas 
to flood? 
What hap- 
pens to 
stormwater 
run-off? 
How does the 
city manage 
■ storm water? 

What does 
the storm wa- 
ter management fee cover? Here is 
some important information provided 
by the Department of Public Works, 
Stormwater Management Service, to 
help you understand where 
stormwater goes. 

Stormwater management helps to 
minimize flooding and improve wa- 
ter quality through the construction, 
maintenance and monitoring of storm 
water systems. It consists of a combi- 
nation of man-made pipe, canal , pond/ 
lake, and natural channel systems. 
Due to the fact that Virginia Beach is 
relatively flat in topography and low 
in elevation, the efficiency at which 
the drainage system can function is 
dependent to a large extent on the 
tidal influence. 

Typically during the spring, south- 
west winds generate a wind tide which 
pushes water into the upper reaches 
of the North Landing River and Back 
Bay watersheds. During the winter, 
Nor'easters generate tides which push 
water up into the watersheds of the 
Lynnhaven River, Little Creek Cove 
and Owls Creek. 

Hurricane Dennis brought three to 
five inches of rainfall to our area 
between Aug. 30 and Sept. 5, saturat- 
ing Virginia Beach and setting-up the , 
potential for flooding. On Sept. 10, 
an iaidditional three to five inches of 
rain fell within aone-hour time-frame. 
Following this storm, Floyd struck 
the area on Sept. 16 adding two to 
four inches of rain. Although Floyd 
produced tidal flooding, the city was 
spared the volumes of rainfall expe- 
rienced by other parts of the state. 

More recently, Irenedeposited five 
to seven inches of rainfall in the Tide- 
water area. Based on historical data, 
the likelihood of these storms occur- 
ring as they did is once in 100 years. 
When rainfall of this magnitude 
occurs, the basins and other normal 
storage areas that accommodate 
stormwater run-off fill up and the 
stormwater system is over-tasked. 

As the city has grown and devel- 
oped over the past 36 years, drainage 
design standards have changed. Typi- 
cally, Virginia Beach neighborhoods 
were developed using the following 
criteria: 

■ Neighborhoods developed prior 
to 1970 have drainage systems that 
can handle a storm of such duration 
and rainfall intensity that it is likely 
'to occur every two years. 

■ Neighborhoods developed after 
1970 have drainage systems that can

handle a storm of such duration and 
rainfall intensity that it is likely to 
occur once every 10 years. 

■ Drainage systems which serve 
watersheds greater than 300 acres are 
sized to accommodate a storm of 
such duration and intensity that it is 
likely to occur once every 25 years. 

■ Watersheds greater than 500 
acres have a drainage system sized 
for a storm of such duration and in- 
tensity that it is likely to occur once 
every 50 years. 

The city did experience flooding, 
however, with the exception of cer- 
tain areas. Our storm water manage- 
ment system responded and provided 
relief. As part of the StormwaterCapi- 
tal Improvement program, the city 
has improved stormwater manage- 
ment infrastructure. Projects such as 
the Princess Anne Plaza, Phase II, 
Parts I and II have provided relief to 
the Princess Anne Plaza area. 

In addition, we have 1 5 stormwater 
Capital Improvement projects in vari- 
ous stages of design and property 
acquisition, including the project to 
alleviate flooding in the North Beach/ 
Atlantic Avenue areas. Improvements 
to the Lake Placid drainage system 
are also scheduled this year. Some 
other areas, such as the subdivisions 
and roadways that lie within West 
Neck Creek watershed and flood 
plain, require moredifficultand costly 
solutions. They are being evaluated 
and corrective action will be taken as 
quickly as possible. 

Since sediment and debris can col- 
lect in our stormwater systems and 
impede the flow of water, it is impor- 
tant to maintain our existing systems. 
Examples of maintenance are: 

■ Repairing storm drains cave- 
ins. 

■ Removing sediment and debris 
from pipes, ditches and canals. 

■ Dredging lakes and neighbor- 
hood canals. 

■ Inspecting, cleaning and per- 
forming other maintenance to our 
drain systems. 

Your fees help to cover the cost of 
design, construction and maintenance 
of systems that improve drainage. 
These funds also help reduce and 
monitor pollutants that may enter 
various bodies of water, such as Back 
Bay or Broad Bay. 

Prior to implementation of the 
stormwater service fee in 1993, 
stormwater management projects 
competed with other city projects for 
tax money. This provided funding 
for maintenance of existing systems 
but did not allow for construction of 
new projects, as it does today.

When Virginia Beach resident Jasmine 
Tritten's youngest son invited her to travel 
thousands of miles to visit him in Bolivia, 
her heartstrings were tugged just enough 
that soon she was on the plane to South 
America. 

Her nine days living among the colorful 
culture of Bolivia and its people inspired 
her to put the impressions on canvas. 

Those memories are captured in "Bolivian 
Images," an exhibit of 18 oil paintings on 
view at The Artists Gallery through April 29. 
The one-woman show is dedicated to 29- 
year-old son Brendon Clark, who served as 
a Peace Corps volunteer for three years. 

"Because of my son's love for the people 
and country of Bolivia, I became deeply, 
emotionally touched and inspired to paint 
after a journey to this most fascinating 
country in May 1999," she explained. 

Many of the images are from the small 
village of Totora tucked high in the Andes 
Mountains. In that remote region Clark la- 
bored to help the Quechua Indians imple- 
ment a sanitary water system and promote 
good hygiene to prevent the spread of dis- 
ease. 

Tritten was mesmerized by the 
Quechuans, descendants of the Incas who 
wear colorful woven attire and hats. 

Other images she remembered and trans- 
lated to the canvas were from Lake Titica- 
ca, one of the highest and most beautiful in 
the worid; Island of the Sun and Island of 
the Moon, legendary Inca sites; and pastoral 
scenes of serenity and tranquility. 

Tritten said the past year has been one of 
amazing change and transformation for her. 
"It's like it's all coming together — ev- 
erything is positive in my life," she reflect- 
ed. "I think I have fulfilled my karma." 

For starters, Tritten knew she wanted to 
try her hand at oil painting (until recently 
she'd been working in pastels). She also 
wanted to try some different subjects and 
newer color palettes. And she needed the 
right teacher. 

Then Renata Keep, an instructor at the 
Contemporary Art Center of Virginia, 
walked into Tritten's studio at The Artists 
Gallery. Tritten knew immediately that 
she'd found her teacher and role model. The 
two have since become fast friends. 

"Anytime I spend with this woman is won- 
derful. She loosened me up. I'm flying high 
with color," she said. 

Since working with Keep, Tritten's style 
has gone from a warm palette with lots of 
purples and whimsical subjects to vibrant 
colors and images that project a certain in- 
nocence. 

Tritten also credits Constance Fahey, The 
Artists Gallery director, as another inspira- 
tion. When Tritten was looking for a place 
to serve as her studio and keep her motivat- 
ed, Fahey alerted the artist to a studio open- 
ing at the gallery. It just so happened to be 
Tritten's favorite studio, too. 

"It was like God meant it!" Tritten said. 
"So now my art is exploding. This is the 
growth I felt I needed. I love what I'm 
doing." 

Tritten feels she is fulfilling a career 
which began nearly three decades ago. A 
native of Denmark, she discovered a pas- 
sion for art as a youngster growing up in 
Denmark. In her teen years Tritten paced 
through the art museums of Europe with 
sketchbook in hand studying techniques of 
the great masters. 

In 1964, Tritten got off the plane in the 
United States "smack in the middle of the 
Hippie Movement." She transplanted to 
California to continue her art quest in 
Carmel, an artists' haven. 

Tritten concentrated her efforts on wildlife 
and domestic animals, using the old- 
fashioned scratchboard. She graduated from 
the Famous Artists' School in Westport, 
Conn, in 1970 after studying commercial 
art, illustration and design. 

In 1992, Tritten received a two-year de- 
gree in interior design from Monteray Penin- 
sula College in California. 

The next year she and husband Jim moved 
to Virginia Beach, where Tritten continued 
her art studies at Old Dominion University. 
She received her bachelor's degree in 1997. 
Tritten's "Bolivian Images" continues 
through April at The Artists Gallery, 2407 
Pacific Ave. Hours are 10 a.m. to 5 p.m..

'Eggspectant' mothers nest 
at Marine Science l\/luseum 



Spring is definitely in the air 
and in the numerous nests that 
are taking shape in the Discovery 
Room Exhibit at the Virginia 
Marine Science Museum. 

The exhibit. "Eggstraordinary 
Eggs. ..And the Animals Who 
Make Them," located in the mu- 
seum's Owls Creek Marsh Pavil- 
ion, already boasts several 
"eggspectant" mothers. Of equal 
note are the diverse animals in 
this exhibit who engineer live 
eggs and the clever lengths they 
go through to protect them. 

Centered in the Discovery 
Room and commanding the most 
attention is a red-bellied wood- 
pecker. 

He was chosen for the exhibit 
because these birds drill holes in 
trees to hide their brilliant white 
eggs. Another neighboring bird in 
the exhibit is a northern bobwhite 
quail. She is known for hiding her 
eggs in the hedgerows that grow 
under farmyard fences. 

An aquarium full of American 
eels also catches visitor's atten- 
tion just as they enter the Discov- 
ery Room. Like salmon, these 
eels migrate great distances to 
lay their eggs and travel in both 
fresh and saltwater. The eels' 
journey begins in freshwater and 
ends in the ocean sargassum 
weeds, a refuge in which they lay 
their eggs. Conversely, salmon 
begin their journey in the ocean 
and swim upstream into the river. 

Other aquatic mothers prefer to 
stay right at home to protect their 
eggs in amazing ways. For exam- 
ple, the African cichlid fish on 
exhibit retain their eggs in their 
mouths and only eat when anoth- 



er cichlid holds them long 
enough for her to get some "fast 
food.". 

Blue moon platys retain their 
eggs in their stomachs and three 
of the fish in the museum's ex- 
hibit are currently "eggspecting." 
Speaking of blue, did you know 
that a single blue crab's apron 
can hold up '.o eight, million 
eggs? This amazing lady is also 
on display. 

Amphibian egg engineering an- 
imals are represented in the ex- 
hibit as well. The bright almost 
neon colors of the South Ameri- 
can poison dart frogs are among 
visitors' favorite. These creatures 
lay their eggs in the cups of flow- 
ers in the rain forest trees. Once 
the eggs become tadpoles, they 
ooze a slime and carry them on 
their backs, down to the water to 
quickly become frogs. Watch out 
though, once those bright colors 
appear they are poisonous to the 
touch. 

Also known for carrying their 
babies on their backs are emperor 
scorpions. Come and watch them 
carry and catch food for their 
young as we have three expec- 
tant mothers who will be deliver- 
ing soon. 

Four bullfrog tadpoles are also 
a part of the exhibit. From eggs 
to bouncing baby bullfrogs their 
development takes two full years. 
Come and see how one tadpole 
has already sprouted two tiny 
back legs. 

Another group of animals 
known for their eggs are reptiles. 
Egg-laying snakes and lizards 
cover their eggs elaborately. 
However, for most of these scaly 



critters, once the eggs hatch the 
newborns are left on their own to 
survive. Featured egg-laying rep- 
tiles in the exhibit are a hognose 
snake, eastern king snake and 
leopard geckos. Some snakes re- 
tain their eggs inside their body 
which gives their babies a head- 
start. 

. Amidst the live animals are 
eggs of all shapes and sizes on 
display. Accompanying these 
eggs are the unique stories of 
"nesting" behind each one of 
them. Greeting visitors as they 
enter the exhibit is a case of 
cone-shaped murre eggs engi- 
neered by nature to survive the 
rocky ledges on which they are 
laid. Native Virginia bird nests 

tare also of interest and are on 
special loan to the museum from 
The Virginia Department of 
Game and Inland Fisheries.

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Study to 
determine 
best fire 
station sites

The propt>sed six-year capital im- 
provement budgets includes 
$5(),()()0 for a study to evaluate 
where the Thalia and Ocean Park 
fire stations should go — their pre- 
sent locations limit expansion — 
and to study the needs for other tire i 
stations. 

Fire Chief Gregory B. Cade men- 
tioned the study in answer to a 
question Irom Councilman Louis 
R. Jones at a City Council budget 
workshop Tuesday. Jones wanted 
to know where the Ocean Park sta- 
tion was going to be located and re- 
marked that the perception in the 
Bayside area was that it would be 
built in Diamond Springs. 

Cade also discussed the addition 
of five additional firefighters in the 
proposed operating budget, which 
is $27,786,727 for the upcoming 
fiscal year compared to 
,$26,886,995 for the current year. 

He said the additional firefighters 
will increase staffing from 1.24 to 
1.28 persons per position, reducing 
overtime to maintain staffing. He 
said that the goal of minimum 
staffing is affected by the aging 
work force — increasing the use of 
sick leave, the Family Medical 
Leave Act, more leave time accrued 
by senior employees and decisions 
on compensatory time — employ- 
ees can decide when to take com- 
pensatory time. 

He said that of the 108 assigned 
personnel per shift, 87 are required 
for minimum staffing and 2 1 posi- 
tions are utilized for make up for 
planned leave, vacancies, injury 
leave and unplanned leave such as 
sick leave. 

According to national research, 
he said, 1 .30 persons per position 
are recommended which would en- 
able the a.ssignment of 113 fire- 
fighters per shift. 

Cade said he would have to return 
to council for approval to purchase 
land for the Sandbridge Fire Station 
and anticipated it would take six 
months to complete the purchase 
and design after that. He said that 
construction should take less than 
18 months. 

He also said that Virginia Beach 
would have no trouble filling the 
firefighter positions, but that to 
run a recruit schools, at least five 
applicants were needed. The new 
firefighters are expected to go on 
line on Jan. 1.

"Having a tidy house and 
going through the ritual of 
spring cleaning, has an 
amazing effect on a person's 
mood," says Linda Burzynski, 
president and chief operating 
officer of Molly Mai'd, a na- 
tionwide residential cleaning 
service. 

Here are few shortcuts to 
keeping order: 

■ Prescription for orga- 
nization - To gel rid of clutter 
in Ihe medicine cabinet, throw 
out any expired medication and 
hygiene products. Then orga- 
nize the remaining products 
based on the frequency of use. 

In addition, ladies can go a 
step further, and throw out all 
cosmetics that are more than 
six months old.

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Now that the new super hornels 
are just over the horizon, the F-I4s 
will be replaced. Still Capt. Zobel 
said, no decision has been inadcon 
where the super hornets will be as- 
signed on the East Coast. They al- 
ready have a home on the West 
Coast — Lamar in California in 
the San Joaquin Valley area. 

Capt. Zobel said he did not know 
whether the super hornets were just 
as noisy as the other planes, more 
noisy or less noisy. He did repeat 
that the Navy has not selected a 
home for them. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that she was proud fo 'nve the F- 
18s based in the city, and that it 
was never her position to have the 
base closed down. Still, she said, 
she has heard briefings and a little 
more relief is needed. 

That why she saw something in 
the suggestion to look to the FAA 
for relief. She said that she did not 
feel comfortable in asking (he 
Navy to fund noise attenuation be- 
cause its budget was slim. So she 
looked into the FAA fund and ds- 
cided to talk to legislators to get 
some accordation for military areas. 
"I would never want to close down 
(Oceana) or impact Navy funding." 
In trying to accommodate the 
needs of the Navy and the citizens, 
some middle ground must be 
rtadned, she said. 

Dr. Zobel described some mea- 
sures taken by the Navy to solve 
the problems, but pointed out, "We 
still have to fly." 

He said the Navy has had briefin- 
gs, made videos, had air shows, 
sponsored "Race at the Base" and 
opened other activities to the citi- 
zens at large. 

NAS Oceana is the busiest mas- 
ter jet base in the nation with 
220,000 annual operations a year. 

The NALF (Naval Auxiliary 
Landing Field) Fentress has 
140,000 annual operations per 
year. Chambers Field is home to 
the E-2 Hawkeye and C-2 Grey- 
hound aircraft that also deploy on 
an aircraft carrier. 

The full complement of aircraft 
assigned to NAS Oceana is 309, 
but on any given day there may be 
from 1 80-260 aircraft there. 

Stuart Gordon, a Virginia Beach 
attorney, said the importance of the 
resolution that it represented the 
first time the seriousness of the 
problem of jet noise. He said how- 
ever, they he "must oppose it as 
well intended as it is." He said the 
resolution creates the illusion that 
the city is trying to find a mean- 
ingful solution and does not address 
the problem in a comprehensive 
manner 

He said the city which lobbies 
rigorously to get the jets located 
here could work equally rigorously 
to solve the problem the jets 
caused. 

He said some remedies could in- 
clude the use of outlying fields and 
latering flight patterns. He said that 
one thing is clear — there is no 
silver bullet. The problem, he said, 
must be approached in a compre- 
hensive manner. 

He said that the resolution was 
not an act of bad faith, but that it 
was not meaningful. 

John Shek, a member of 
CCAJN, said that the organization 
never advocated closing Oceana. 

He recommended the use of feder- 
al funds for noise abatement. 

He said, however, that it was not 
an FAA problem, but a Depart- 
ment of Defense problem. 

To accomplish what is suggested 
in the resolution, he said, the Vir- 
ginia delegation to Congress would 
have to overcome enormous leg- 
islative hurdles. 

Meanwhile, he said, the resolu- 
tion should be left on a back burn- 
er. He said he commended council 
for taking action to address the 
problem, but said the problem 
should be addressed in a more com- 
prehensive manner. 

He suggested seeking a commit- 
ment from the Navy to examine 
the flight operations. He suggested 
seeking congressional support to 
create a new airport in an outlying 
area for practice and to construct 
another hush house. One hush 
house is being constructed at 
Oceana. The house will take one 
plane at a time for engine inspec- 
tion and repairs. 

Shek invited council to a meet- 
ing on the subject on Saturday at 
10 a.m. 

Hal Levinson of Great Neck 
Meadows said that the resolution 
was unrealistic. He said also that 
CCAJN has never advocated tap- 
ping the FAA. He said that he has 
said that money should be sought 
from the same source like tte 
FAA. 

He thanked council for taking up 
tte issye.

Reversing 31 st St. idea 
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development agreement dated Aug. 
5, 1999 is a binding contract which 
is enforceable by and against each 
party in accordance with its terms. 

He says neither the city nor the 
developer may terminate the agree- 
ment without a basis or justifica- 
tion stated in the agreement. 

"A change in attitude toward the 
project or a change in political 
opinion occasioned by the iieferen- 
dum will not justify a termination 
of the agreement." 

If the city unitarily terminated 
the agreement in response to an ad- 
visory referendum, without some 
other basis or justification in the 
agreement, such action would con- 
stitute an event of default by the 
city and would expose the city to 
adverse consequences. 

He says consequences may in- 
clude exposure to a claim for sig- 
nificant monetary damages as well 
as a possibility that a court may 
award specific performance to the 
developer and order the city to per- 
form its contractual obligations and 
complete the transaction with the 
developer. 

He says that a default also may 
harm the city's credibility and 
thereby weaken the city's ability to 
negotiate and enter into future fi- 
nancial undertakings. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
brought up the "what if situation 
again during a budget workshop 
Tuesday. Blidget discussions 
seemed to be the appropriate place 
for the discussion, she said. 

The proposed budget includes 
$14,630,000 for the 31st Street 
Parking Garage which is part of the 
31st Street Development plan. Fi- 
nancing the project would be by 
revenue bonds which would be re- 
paid by revenues realized by the use 
of the 8(X)-space garage. 

She asked whether the 31st Street 
property was still owned by the d:- 
vclopmcnt authority. It is and if 
the city were to decide to use the 
property for a park, it would have 
to come up with $3.5 million plus 
interest ($4.2 million) to pay tJw 
development authority, said Walter 
Kraemer, acting budget director. 

Henley said she was bringing up 
the costs in case the project was 
abandoned l^causc the city always 
has things that pop up after the 
budget is approved.

look at parking in that area. Ife 
said that the number one complaint 
of residents is that there are not 
enough parking spaces at the 
beach. In that area there is no park- 
ing, he said. 

If there is no project, there will 
be no parking garage. Mayor Mey- 
era Oberndorf said. 

"Doing things and not talking 
about the cost," said councilwoman 
Reba McClanan, "those days an: 
gone forever." She said that she 
saw the garage as for the park, but 
said, "You can't just take the cream 
off the cake." 

If the council reversed its deci- 
sion, asked Oberndorf, does that 
mean that there will be another pe- 
tition on the Town Center (anoth- 
er public /private partnership plan 
which has met with some opposi- 
tion)? She said that maybe council 
should put everything on the bal- 
lot. 

Don Maxwell, economic devel- 
opment director, said that the db- 
partment wants citizen participa- 
tion and wants citizens to get in on 
the planning. 

Henley suggested that maybe the 
council should include the 
public/private partnership strategy 
in the budget. 

McClanan said that maybe that 
section should be pulled out and 
placed on the council agenda sepa- 
rately. 

McClanan said she also wanted 
to know how much would be re- 
quired in the real estate tax rate to 
pay for the garage. "We can't ab- 
sorb that kind of cost." 

Branch asked for a report card on 



other public/private partnerships. 

The development would include 
$30 million of capital investment 
for the hotel and restaurant, 
$48,106,365 in projected lease pay- 
ments to the city for land and park- 
ing spaces over 65 years and one 
million dollars for community park 
improvements. 

The city would pay $4.85 mil- 
lion for hind ptirchascdor autho- 
rized for purchase to dale, $3.8 mil- 
lion to acquire land for the parking 
garage and$IO to $11 million to 
construct parking garage and elevat- 
ed walkway and for streetscape im- 
provements. 

The city estimated returns at $10 
million during the first 10 yearsof 
lease payments; $39 million in net 
revenue in years 1 1 through 25 and 
a continuation of the revenue for 
the balance of the lease term. The 
city will retain ownership of all 
land and the largest oceanfronlpark 
will be provided at no cost to con- 
struct or maintain. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that a private developer does not go 
out and pay for architectural di^w- 
ings and plans unless he has a firm 
contract. He said that he could not 
see a developer paying for all thai 
and having an escape clause in the 
contract for political reasons. 

Lilley said that when the city ne- 
gotiates a contract with a developer 
it includes contingencies. "We try 
to stay away from having to pay 
liquidation damages. We can't just 
walk away and pay no damages." 

For all practical purposes the 
time for circulating petitions, wor- 
thy or well-intentioned as they may 
be, the time for a referendum is 
over. It was over when the develop- 
ment agreement was signed Aug. 
5, 1999 — unless the citizens arc 
willing to pay the cost of a 
breeched contract, parking at 31st 
Street, developing a park, and pay- 
ing the development authority for 
the land. 
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from community policing as a 
project to a philosophy — a way 
of doing business for the 
department." 

They plan to take it slowly and 
carefully. 

"Departments are almost forced 
to go into community policing as 
a project because of the way grants 
from the federal government aie 
structured. There's a lot of 
reporting requirements — you have 
to account for officers you hire and 
all their time and show what 
they're doing in the way of 
community policing. 

"Thai's not 
a bad thing, 
but as the 
grants expire 
we have some 
more latitude 
as to how to 
use those 
officers. The 
city has made 
a decision to 
pick up the 

expense of th- Jacocks 

ose officers once the grant funds 
run out." 

Currently, there are 135 
community policing officers in 
Virginia Beach The department has 
been approved for an additional 1 5 
in the coming fiscal year. Jacocks 
said they won't be brought on until 
June 2001. 

They're delaying the hiring to 
address recruiting issues, which 
will allow the department time to 
run two more academy sessions. 

Recruiting is an immediate 
challenge which Jacocks intends to 
tackle. 

"It's a problem all over the 
country. Everybody is having 
recruiting problems. I think one of 
the reasons is that the economy is 
so good right now there are a lot of 
jobs out that. The technology field 
is growing by leaps and bounds, 
and typically positions in that field 
pay better than a starting police 
officer." 

The military community, once 
fertile ground for the Virginia 
Beach police to harvest recruits, 
isn't as abundant anymore, Jacocks 
said. 

Again, he feels the technology 
training people gain in the military 
is luring them to the private sector. 
Virginia Beach also sets high 
standards for its recruits. According 
to Jacocks, 500 people applied for 
the last academy. Only 19 passed 
the selection process. 

"I sleep a whole lot better at 
night knowing I have less officers 
out there than I'm authorized to 
have, than I would with people out 
there I knew shouldn't be police 
officers. We're not going to lower 
our standards. We'll make 
adjustments in where peOple work 
and scheduling to compensate for 
being understaffed — as opposed to 
lowering standards." 

Jacocks would like to see 
improved community relations, 
especially with the minority 
community. It's anotherissue with 
which law enforcement agencies 
across the nation are wrestling. 

"The racial discord is still out 
there in society. We're very 
sensitive to those issues, probably 
more so than most (agencies) and 



private-sector businesses. We'ns 
scrutinized so much more closely 
and are aware of it," Jacocks said. 

In 1989, the Virginia Beach 
department was criticized for its 
handling of the Greekfest riots at 
the oceanfront. It still bears the 
scar, but Jacocks feels the city has 
made inroads. 

The Beach's basic academy of fers 
cultural diversity and sensitivity 
training. 

"I think we've made great strides 
here since the riots of '89," Jacocks 
said. 

"The fraternities at Duke 
University, which normally go to 
Myrtle Beach for spring break, are 
talking about boycotting it because 
of the issue of the Confederate flag 
over the South Carolina capitol. 
Instead, they're talking about 
coming here. I think that's a pretty 
good indication that a lot of 
improvement has been made." 

Jacocks is now beginning to 
make his mark on the Virginia 
Beach Police Department. 

While still acting chief, in 
January he enacted the Police 
Chief's Youth Advisory Council, 
comprised of a student from each of 
the city's high schools. Jacocks 
said that relationship is already 
fostering better understanding 
between young people and the 
police. 

"It's been good so far. We get a 
lot of questions from them about 
what we do and why we doit. I've 
asked them to bring to meetings 
questions that their friends and 
associates have, too, and to spread 
the word that they're on the 
council," he said. 

Next month, the department will 
kick off a Youth Citizens Police 
Academy as well. Though the city 
already offers a Citizens Police 
Academy, the new one will be 
more "youth-oriented and fast- 
paced. They'll actually have to act 
as though they're a police officer 
and be confronted with some of 
those situations." 

The pilot session will be 
comprised of Ocean Lakes High 
students and members of the chiefs 
youth council.. 

A resident of Pungo and father of 
a teen-aged son, Jacocks' expects 
his schedule to undoubtedly be 
busy. But he will still make time 
for the Navy Reserves, for which 
he is a lieutenant commander. He's 
also a board member of the Sugar 
Plum Bakery and co-chair of the 
Virginia Beach 4-H Livestock 
Show and Sale. For four years he 
chaired the Pungo Strawberry 
Festival, stepping down last year. 

He's a 1999 graduate of 
Leadership Hampton Roads. He 
holds an associate's degree in 
police science from TCC, 
bachelor's degree in criminology 
from St. Leo College and a 
master's degree in public 
administration from Golden Gate 
University.

Council, board in agreement 
on $472 miliion schiool budget 



Chairman Edward^: Willing to 
receive in lump or appropriations

The school system and the city, not al- 
ways compatible at budget lime in the 
past, had a united front this week as the 
upcoming school budget was considered 
at a City Council budget workshop. 

Daniel D, "Dan" Edwards, School 
Board chairman, said that the schools 
still would like a lump sum appropria- 
tion from the city, rather than appropria- 
tion by categories, but that the request is 
largely one of form and not substance. 
He said that the School Board was proud 
to be clas.sedwith a city which has been 
described as one of the best managed 
cities in the nation, and that he was 
pleased to receive the budget from the 
city in either form. 

The school budget, $472,303,684, has 



already been approved by the School 
Board. It compares with the current bud- 
get of $456,389,080, an incrca.sc ol 
$15,914,604. or 3.49 percent increase. 

The local contribution under the city's 
revenuesharing plan will be S208.2 mil- 
lion compared to $200.8 million in the 
current budget. 

According to School Budget Director 
Vickie Lewis, Virginia Beach contfibutcs 
twice as much funding as is required by 
state law and is the largest course of 
funding. 

State revenue will account for $200.3 
million compared to $195.7 million in 
the current year while the rest is in sales 
taxes and federal contributions. 

The last will be lower this year. 
Thanks to the lottery funds which were 
released to localities last year, and which 



the school system decided to spend on 
school construction, the school building 
program is on schedule. 

And because of a decline in the school 
enrollment, net reduction in positions 
came to 30.8 resulting m savings of 
SI. 75 million, Reductions include 52.5 
clcniciuary teachers and teacher assis- 
lanis: 21 sccond.'iry teachers and parapro- 
Icssional.s 6.25 clerical |X)sitions and 3.5 
dcmcniarv t;uulancc positions. 

Other positions were added — in spe- 
cial cd, for the Landstown High School 
planning year, for middle school guid- 
ance, u-ansfcrs from grants, nursing posi- 
tions, disumce learning dispatcher, tele- 
phone technician, clerical, custodial at 
Scalack/Cooke, open campus and admin- 
isu-ation positions. 

Edwards said that because of changes 
by the General Assembly, reductions in 
required contributions to the VRS (Vir- 
ginia Retirement System) were reduced. 
The schools will have a full-time mapet 
school for the gifted for 500 students and 



gifted programs at Princess Anne High 
school and Ocean Lakes High School. 

Dr. Timothy R. Jcnncy, superintendent 
of schools, also announced the distance 
learning in high school which will en- 
able students to enroll in courses where 
demand in their home schools is not suf- 
ficient for a teacher. The courses will be 
offered electronically. In this way, stu- 
dents at schools where there is not a de- 
mand for certain courses will not have to 
drive all over town to take the courses. 

Lewis said that where the system re- 
ceived S9.7 in lottery funds last year, it 
expects to receive S9.5 million this year. 

While the number of portable class- 
rooms with be reduced because of new 
consuuction, Jcnney said that portables 
are helpful in eliminating ma.ssive move- 
ments of children over short periods of 
*time. 

In answer to a question from Council- 
woman Nancy Parker, Jenney said that

He's first Beach 
officer since 
1969 to iead 
tiie department

Virginia Beach Police Chief A.M. 
"Jake" Jacocks Jr. vows he never said he 
was going to be the Virginia Beach Po- 
lice Department's leading man when he 
started his career as a {xecinctdesk officer 
in 1971. But recently one of his co- 
workers during those early days recalls 
just that. 

"They swear that I did — and can re- 
member when it happened," Jacocks ex- 
plained, but denies any recollection of 
making such a statement. 

It wasn't until he became captain in 
1990 that Jacocks began to think that be- 
coming police chief was a reasonable 
goal. 

When he became the acting police chief 
after Chief Charles Walls retired last Au- 
gust, he made it perfectly clear to City 
Manager James K. Spore that he was 
aiming for the top slot. 



"I told him he was going to have to 
compete for it," said Spore at Jacock's 
appointment ceremony last week. 

The nationwide search to find the best 
qualified person for the position ended 
last month when it was determined that 
he was already in town and on the job. 

The decision to make Jacocks the new 
chief of police was reaffimicd repeatedly 
at the ceremony that packed more than 
200 of his colleagues, friends and family 
members as well as city officials into the 
auditorium of the Contemporary Art 
Center of Virginia to celebrate his pro- 
motion. 

Jacocks was heaped with praises at the 
cvcfH-fofhis expen«Rce, skills uHrf ubili- 
ty to fill the position. 

"You fit the bill to a tee," said Mayor 
Meyera E. Obemdorf to the new chief 
during the ceremony. "I am confident you 
are the right person for the job." 

Commonwealth Attorney Robert J. 
Humphreys and Spore also agreed with 
Obemdorf. Both told the crowd that they 
were extremely pleased with their deci- 
sion. 

All the accolades were a bit over- 
whelming for Jacock*^^ 

"I'm not sure there arc words to de- 
scribe it," he explained.

Libraries indirectly benefit from lottery

Without lottery proceeds the Virginia 
Beach library construction program 
would not be on track. Although the 
funds were used or school construction, 
they freed up money for the library. 

Referendums for both school and li- 
brary construction failed in referendums, 
but just two and a half weeks after the 
referendums, the lottery funds were sfh 
proved for the schools by the General As- 
sembly. Voters rejected the programs 
which entailed a real estate tax rate in- 
crease. 

City Manager James K. Spore said at a 
City Council budget woricshop Tuesday 
that neither programs would have been 
IX)ssible without the lottery funds. 



The big news on the library front this 
week was that plans have finally been 
agreed upon for the Bay side Library. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan ex- 
pressed disappointment, however, that a 
library for the Green Run areas doesn't 
seem to be in the picture for the five-year 
capital budget program. 

The Bayside Library and the special ser- 
vices division for the blind and visually 
handicapped currently share a site on In- 
dqjendence Boulevard with the Third Po- 
lice Precinct. They all needed more space. 

After the failed referendum, a library fa- 
cilities review committee appointed by 
council and composed of both City 
Council and library board members, rec- 
ommended leasing space for the Bayside 
Area Library and Special Services Divi- 



sion, leaving two buildings on the site 
for expansion of the Third Police 
Precinct. The city also considered leasing 
space in a shopping center for a library. 

The plan decided upon was to purchase 
additional land from the adjacent property 
owner — the land is not developed, to de- 
molish the present special services divi- 
sion and to build a separate one-story 
building for the library and police 
precinct. Library Director Marcie Sims 
said that there would be no interruption 
of services and the arrangement would 
meet all parking needs. 

in a lighter mode, she said that to make 
it easier for patrons signs could be erected 
saying "Get Books" or "Get Booked." 

Sims said that the libraries are U"ying 
to incorporate Sunday hours as new li- 



braries are opened. 

When asked by Mayor Meyera Cfeem- 
dorf how the library system compared 
with other localities in Virginia, such as 
Fairfax, Sims said she didn't think any- 
one has what Fairfax has. She said that 
Virginia Beach is deficient in library 
space, and that in Chesapeake, where the 
library system got top grades, a referen- 
dum was approved seven years ago. Still, 
she said, she was "proud of where we're 
going." 

McClanan said she didn't understand 
what happened to the Green Run library. 

Sims said that the staff was hoping 
that by the end of five years, funds will 
be available for that library. 

Spore said it was a decision council 
made last year.

wanted to join. The sergeant stood 
about 6-feet-2-inches tall with broad 
shoulders and a crew cut and was 
dressed in what was referred to in 
diose days as "dress blues." He looked 
down at mc (I was 5-feet-81/2-inches 
and weighed 140 pounds). 

"I don' t think you can make it. son. 
You are too short and don't weigh 
enough," he said. I told him about 
how important it was for me to be- 
come a Marine and diat I could sing 
all of the verses to Uie Marines Hymn. 
He told me not to bother singing and 
that he would take a chance on me, 
but he doubted diat I would last one 
week at boot camp. 

After he signed mc up he said diat 
I would probably take my boot train- 
ing at a place called Pairis Island 
Marine Corps Recruit Depot, S.C. 
This sounded good to me because I 
would be close to home if I ever got 
any leave. I was put on'30 days leave 
and told to report back to Atlanta. I 
really enjoyed that 30 days because 
people already looked up to me be- 
cause I was a Marine. 

I reported back to Atlanta and was 
put on a troop train headed for Ma- 
rine Corps Recruit Depot San Diego, 
Calif.! I was scared to death. AUanta 
was as far from honle as I had ever 
been and now I was heading thou- 
sands of miles from home and didn't 
know anvbodv 

The u-ain was jammed to capacity 
and wc had to stand in line to get into 
the diner. Th-it was the first time, but 
not the last lime, I had to stand in line. 
The trip was long and tiresome, and 
we arrived at San Diego at about 
midnight. We were greeted by some 
of the meanest drill instructors straight 
from hell. 

Why, diey screamed at us, kicked 
us in the butt and started a dehuman- 
izing process that lasted the endre 
trainingperiod! I was cussedat, forced 
to clean a lauine with a toodibrush 
and march miles wiUi wet backpacks. 
I was the smallest man in my platoon, 
but diey gave mc no slack. 

I'm sure that if I could have found 
the gate that led outside I would have 
left. But I fooled die recruiting ser- 
geant and stuck it out. 

The proudest day of my life was 
when my drill instructor stuck out his 
hand and said, "Welcome, Marine."

stormwater to the Chesapeake Bay, 
204 square miles drain stormwater to 
the North Landing River and Back 
Bay, and approximately 5 square 
miles drain stormwater to the Allan- 
tic Ocean. 

We all know and realize that un- 
controlled drainage and development 
of land has a signiTicanl adverse im- 
pact upon the health, .safety and wcl- 
fareof the community. Wealsoknow 
that stormwater runoff can carry pol- 
lutants into receiving water bodies, 
degrading water quality, and that the 
pollutants in stormwater runoff can 
interfere with the esluarinc water 
quality, thereby impacting biological 
productivity of these areas. It is also 
known that substantial economic 
losses result from these adverse im- 
pacts on city waters and many future 
problems can be avoided if land is 
developed in accordance with sound 
stormwater runoff management prac- 
tices. 

The city 'sstorm water managcmcni 
system is made up of approximately 
200 miles of major ditches and ca- 
nals, 600 miles of roadside ditches, 
2,000 miles of underground pipes, 
52.000 drainage inlets and manholes, 
and 122 lakes, ponds and canals 
(which are five acres in surface area 
or greater), Thisdrainage system con- 
tains l,727out falls which discharge 
stormwater to the "waters of the 
United Slates." 

In order lo protect, maintain and 
enhance both the immediate and the 
long-term health, safety and general 
welfare of its citizens, the city of 
Virginia Beach adopted an ordinance 
on April 18, 1988, which cslablished 
storm water management regulations, 
procedures and requirements in rela- 
tion to stormwatermanagemcntplans, 
and penalties for violation of such 
regulations, which require the iniplc- 
mentalion of Stormwater Manage- 
ment Facilities (SWMF). This Ordi- 
nance was modified in June 27, 1 995. 
The definition of a Stormwater 
Management Facility is, "A device 
that conuols stormwater runoff and 
changes the characteristics of that 
runoff including, but not limited to. 
the 4 quantity and quality, the period 
ofreIea.se or the velocity of flow. For 
purposes of the above mentioned or- 
dinance, the term also includes reten- 
tion and detention basins, also known 
as flow cqualizaiion basins, which 
are no more than 15 feet deep, as 
measured from normal (dry weather) 
water level lo the lowest level of 
excavation. It specifically excludes 
borrow pits. Throughout Virginia 
Beach there are approximately 1 ,660 
stormwater management facilities, 
cither in place or wailing to be con- 
structed. 

Two distinct types of slormwaicr 
management practices are li.sicd in 
Ihe Best Managcmcni Practices: Pre- 
ventive Measures and Control Mea- 
sures. Preventive measures arc some- 
times called source controls and arc 
management techniques that reduce 
the exposure of materials to 
stormwater, thereby limiting the 
amount of pollutants picked up by 
water. Someof these preventive mea- 
sures are: debris removal, education 
programs, exposure reduction, mini- 
mization of pollutants, parking lot 
and sircci cleaning operations, run- 
off diversion and secondary contain- 
ment. 

Control measures, two of which 
we will list and explain today, are 
used to reduce the levels of pollutants 
in stormwater that has been expo.sed 
to pollutant sources. Inexpensive 
techniques, such as settling, biologi- 
cal uptake of substances, and infiltra- 
tion can be employed to treat 
stormwater. 

Dry Detention Devices are 
stormwater facilities which tempo- 
rarily impound runoff and 

discharges it through a hydraulic 
ouUcl structure to a downstream 
drainage system. Since a detention 



basin impounds runoff only tempo- 
rarily, it is normally dry during 
nonrainfall periods. 

Two of the most common dry de- 
tention devices are the dry detention 
basin and the extended dry detention 
basin. 

Dry detention basins detain a por- 
tion of storm water runoff for a speci- 
fied length of time, releasing the 
stormwater slowly to reduce flood- 
ing and remove a limited amount of 
pollutants. They are referred to as 
"dry detention" because these de- 
vices dry out between rain events. 
Pollutants arc removed by allowing 
particles and solids to scttleoutof the 
water. Important reasons for use of 
dry detention basins are reducing peak 
stonnwaier discharges, controlling 
floods and preventing downstream 
channel scouring. The extended dry 
detention basin drains more slowly 
or may retain a permanent pool of 
water. 

Wet retention basins arc stormwater 
management facilities, which similar 
lo detention basins, temporarily im- 
pound runoff and discharges its out- 
flow through a hydraul ic outlet struc- 
ture to a downsu-eam drainage sys- 
tem. Unlike a detention basin, how- 
ever, a retention basin also includcsa 
permanent impoundment and, there- 
fore, is normally wet, even during 
nonrainfall periods. The permanent 
pool of water enhances the removal 
of many pollutants. These ponds fill 
with stormwater and release most of 
it over a period of a few days, slowly 
returning to its normal depth of wa- 
ter. They have some capacity lo re- 
move di.ssolved plant nutrients, aa 
important characteristic to proicci 
lakes, rivers and estuaries. 

Wet ponds can be used in most 
locations where there is enough space 
to locate the pond. Construction costs 
for wet ponds can be somewhat high 
because the ponds must be large 
enough to hold the required volume 
of runoff and to contain the perma- 
nent pool of water. Maintenance cosLs 
run about 3 lo 5 percent of the con- 
struction cost per year. Pollutant re- 
moval is rated as moderate lo high 
compared with respect to other 
stormwater devices. 

Because people find wet retention 
ponds to be aesthetically pleasing, 
wet ponds can be sited in both low 
and high visibility areas. Quite often, 
residents feel that the permanent pool 
of water enhances property values as 
well as the aesthetic valueof the area. 
The outlet must be sized to provide 
adequate lime for pollutant removal, 
yet discharge the stormwater before 
the next storm occurs. Pond shape, 
deplh and surrounding fringe areas 
must be considered to maximize the 
effectiveness of the basin. Marsh 
plants around the pond help remove 
pollutants and provide habitat. Wet 
ponds are one of the most effective 
and reliable devices for removing 
pollutants from stormwater. 

Maintaining the water quality 
wiiliin the retention pond is the key lo 
havingan environmentally conscious 
and aesthetically pleasing pond. Sedi- 
ment, the particles thai .settle lo the 
bottom after being washed into the 
pond, accumulates and decreases 
water quality. In time, dredging and 
de-mucking will be necessary to 
maintain the specified water holding 
capacity. 

Combating erosion is another im- 
portant step in increasing a retention 
pond's value. Erosion can alter the 
appearanceofslopes and pond edges. 
Inadequate drainagecapacity and lack 
of vcgcuttion are two large conU'ibu- 
lors lo the erosion around retention 
ponds. Wetland vegetation and na- 
tive grass mixes also provides stabi- 
lization, beautification and water 
quality improvement 

As you u^vel around our fair city 
and you run across a "small body of 
water," remember this article and 
know that these small bodiesof water 
are hclpkig to reduce "to the maxi- 
mum extent practicable" the amount 
of pollutants thataredischarged from 
the air and land by rainfall, thereby 
protecting the waters of our city, our 
state and our country.

Up close and personal 
'Denise ^radUy: Medicine and ministry

Virginia Beach resident Denise Bradley 
takes Jesus' call to "preach the kingdom of 
God and heal the sick" (Luke 9:2) seriously. 
A registered nurse and mother of two, she 
was commissioned Lynnhaven Colony Con- 
gregational Church's "parish nurse" on Sun- 
day. 

While parish nursing formally came into 
existence in 1985, it's still a new concept lo 
the Hampton Roads community. A blend of 
medicine, education and healing ministry, 
parish nurses are registered nurses who as- 
sist congregation members in their physical, 
emotional and spiritual well-being. Howev- 
er, ihcy do not replace a regular health care 
provider. 

A Minnesota native, growing up Bradley 
yearned lo be a singer or actress. "But the 
common sense side of me said I should be 
able to make money and take care of my- 
self," she said. 

Bradley was always good at science and 
had an interest in medicine. However, she 
didn't want to invest the many years it takes 
to be a physician, so nursing was the logical 
choice. 

"It's a good field," she said. "I was able 
to find good and rewarding jobs." 

Being a nurse also allowed Bradley to do 
something else she loves — help people. 
"It all seemed to fit," she said. 
The Broad Bay resident has worn many 
nurses' caps during her 1 8-year career. She 
spent several years working in a psychiatric 
treatment facility, followed by several more 
years in a public teaching hospital's surgi- 
cal intensive care/cardiac care unit. 

She went on to work in the cardiac pace- 
maker industry, traveling nationally to teach 
doctors, nurses, technicians and other 
industry-related people. 

After the birth of her daughter Lauren, 
now 8, Bradley wanted to "slow down and 
stay closer to home." She found a job with a 
group of local cardiologists as a nurse spe- 
cialist, assisting cardiac patients with heart 
rhythm problems. After five years in clinical 
practice, she returned to industry, this time 
working for a manufacturer of cardio moni- 
toring devices. 

On March 1 . Bradley resigned to become 
a stay-at-home mother to Lauren and toddler 
Mitchell, 13 months. She wants be more 
available for her church and family. 
"I don't need to be on the road to D.C. 
selling medical equipment — I need to be 
home with my kids, not paying somebody 
else lo raise ihem. It didn't make sense," 
she said. "But I needed something to keep 
up my professional skills and nurture that 
side of myself." 

Bradley regards Lynnhaven Colony Con- 
gregational Church as her family, too. She 
was welcomed to the 200-person congrega- 
tion as a new member in January. After 
being raised a Catholic and later becoming 
active in a Lutheran church, Bradley feels 
"at home" in the non-denominational set- 
ting. 

She views serving as parish nurse as one 
way to give back to the church community. 
Bradley calls it a "perfect blend" of 
medicine and ministry. 

"Parish nursing has been around since the 
mid-1980s, but it's not common to this 
area." she said. 

When Bradley learned that Bon Secours 
offered a free training program at DePaul 
Medical Center in Norfolk, she signed up. 

"It's all volunteer — no one pays you for 
your time. It's just a job from the heart," she 
said. "It's not just professional, it's spiritual. 
It's a good balance for me right now." 

As parish nurse. Bradley will address the 
health needs of her church family and the 
larger community. She'll do health screen- 
ings and evaluations, hold health fairs, edu- 
cate people and be a resource on health is- 
sues. She plans to do a monthly newsletter 
and will focus on a different health issue 
each month. If someone is about to have 
surgery and needs advice or just a listening 
ear, she'll provide that, too. 

"A lot of people are so overwhelmed by 
the medical system that ihey don't know 
what their rights are. They don't know what 
kids of questions lo ask. I see myself as an 
advocate and liaison to the parishioner and 




the medical system," she said. 

Bradley is excited about the possibilities 
which the volunteer post will offer. She has 
made an initial commitment of one year, 
four hours per week. 

"There's a need. I think that if people arc 
open-minded and will allow me to come 
and help them, then I can serve a real pur- 
pose. I think, too, that within the congrega- 
tion it will be a valuable resource."

Eggs, eggs and more eggs arc 
featured in the Virginia Marine Sci- 
ence Museum's newest Discovery 
Room exhibit. "Eggslraordinary 
Eggs. ..And the Animals Who 
Make Them." Through May 31, 
the exhibit features live animals, 
but a diverse collection of eggs that 
arc incredible. 

On display will be a collection 
from local eee artist Karen Farber, 
who lakes egg decorating lo its 
highest level. Farber, an egg artist 
for nearly 30 years, takes various 
bird egg shells and transforms them 
into dazzling kaleidoscopes, jewel 
boxes, perfume decanters, tea pots 
and many other items. Her eggs 
showcase many of the skills she 



has learned in the master's program 
in egg art which include 
beading/jeweling, filigree, Psyanky 
and diorama. Some of her intricate 
eggs combine different art mediums 
such as enameling, ceramics, 
Swarovski crystal, vintage glass 
and velvet encasing. 

Also on display and equally im- 
pressive is Farber's collection of 
"naked eggs." This collection of 24 
natural eggs include all shapes, 
sizes and colors from over 1 9 bird 
species.

Donald Eraser, a connoisseur of 
Scotch whisky, shared his knowl- 
edge and humor with library pa- 
trons and members of the society. 
Fraser explained to his audience 
how Scotch whisky was made, pro- 
vided his audience with samples of 
whisky, and invited them to join 
Cuideagh O Corn O Uisghebealhe, 
Ltd., an organization that promotes 
the appreciation of Scotch 
whiskey. 

In addition to educating 
his guesls' palates on a variety of 
Highland and Lowland whiskeys. 
Fraser debunked one of the myths 
that has stalked the Scots since the 
1745 Battle of Cullodan near Inver- 
ness. 

"Most everyone knows that the 
Scots have the reputation for being 
cheap — tight. They wouldn't buy 
anything or they would get it at the 
lowest price, or something like 
that, " said Fraser. "This is really 
not true. The average Scot is a 
spendthrift. 

"At the Battle of Cullodan, we 
were decimated on the field. Every- 
thing was taken away from us at 
that time," noted Fraser. "Kilts 
were banned. We couldn't have the 
bagpipe played. We didn't have 
anything at all." 

The Scots, however, did have the 
responsibility for occupying their 
seats in the House of Commons. 
Every district in Scotland had to 
send a representative to London. 

Before leaving for London, each 
representative would attempt to 
gather enough money from people 
in his district to cover his expens- 
es. Contributions of a half penny

here and two pence there usually 
didn't add up to much. Often repre- 
sentatives were forced to leave for 
London with woefully inadequate 
funds. "When the representative 
was in London, he was rather tight 
because he couldn't buy anything. 
He might have a pound lo go down 
to London for two years," said 

People from the courts of Europe 
encountered these Scots in London. 
It seemed to the courtiers that 
Scots never bou^ii. vthing, wore 
old torn clothing, and begged for 
everything they needed. 

"That's where they took the repu- 
tation for being cheap, light, penu- 
rious, but they weren't. They just 
didn't have the money," explained 
Fraser. 

Scottish music (Celtic) has had a 
substantial impact on American 
music, and folk musician Bob 
Zentz delineated that Celtic influ- 
ence for an appreciative Tartan Etey 
audience. 

Zentz prefers the cittern, an in- 
strument related to the lute, in 
playing Celtic music because it can 
function as both a melodic and 
chordal insUumcnt. 

"An important characteristic of a 
lot of Scottish music is that it fie- 
quently omits the note that makes 
a chord either major or minor, so 
you can really play a tune against 
that background. All those other 
notes are still there even though 
you're only playing the melody on 
one su-ing at a time." 

"'Soldier's Joy' is a well-known 
tune in Scotland, Ireland and Amer- 
ica," said Zentz. 

"It's basically an example of (Mie 
Celtic origin tune that made the 
transatlantic crossing. 

"I think the ballad part of the 
Scottish tradition is real important 

— storytelling," said Zentz. "A 
good example is 'Barbara Allen.' 
which is probably the universal 
ballad." 

Food and clothing have 
long been among the most distinc- 
tive features of the Scottish cul- 
ture. Karen Becker, a historical in- 
terpreter with the Museum of 
American Frontier Culture in 
Staunton, shared her expertise in 
both areas with program partici- 
pants. 

Haggis, it seems, still remains 
Scotland's ttaditional national dish. 

"Haggis is famous for being 
made out of stuff that normal, sen- 
sible, intelligent human beings 
would never want to eat." sakl 
Becker. 

"It's oats, liver, heart, lungs — 
that's so-called traditional h^gis 

— and there's usually onions, 
some sort of fat, salt and pq)per, 
and possibly mace as a spice. I 
don't put lungs in my haggis," ^ 
saki. 



ginia Beach officer to be appointetl 
as police chief since 1969. Rimer 
explained that the trend is usually 
for city officials to look outside tlie 
department to fill the position. 

"They know who he is," said 
Rimer about how police officers 
usually see Jacocks at their meet- 
ings, ceremonies, and training. 

The staff is looking for positive 
changes from Jacocks. said Rimer. 

"He is that kind of person," he 
noted. "He is proactive. They know 
that." 

Since Jacocks interim position 
began he has implemented special 
projects such as the Youth Adviso- 
ry Council and will soon begin the 
Youth Academy modeled after the 
Citizens Academy. All of these ef- 
forts are to enhancccommuniiy re- 
lations with the police dcparunent. 

"Don't expect any pause of mov- 
ing forward." Jacocks said. 

He noted that his next step is to 



take the department from just con- 
ducting projects that promote citi- 
zens' involvement to turning those 
actions into a philosophy for his 
staff. 

In the end, he hopes to have all 
officers think problem solving, he 
said. 

"We can't do our job ourselves," 
he commented. We need help 
throughout the city. 

Maybe Jacocks never said he 
wanted lo be the city's lop law en- 
forcer, but his actions may have 
spoken louder than words to those 
;iround him. 

Command Duty Officer Capl. 
HowardCarr, who has worked with 
Jacocks for aboul 28 years, said 
that his long-time colleague has 
been acting like a chief since he 
slarted. 

"He always strives to do the right 
thing even when no one is look- 
ing," he explained.

"Physically, you put all the stuff 
togetlier, put il into the sheep's 
stomach, and sew it up. You drop 
it into a kettle of boiling water and 
you let it boil for iwo hours." 

Becker pointed out that finding 
the proper ingredients for the uadi- 
tional haggis in the U.S. can be 
difficult. 

"I was interested in making it out 
of all sheep's parts and discovered 
that il really is belter. I think the 
secret is the sheep's liver has a 
milder taste than a cow's liver," 
Becker said. 

"This year I got two stomachs 
from the bulcher, and one stomach 
was cut in such a way that I could- 
n't use it." 

Becker is interested in more than 
just recipes, ingredients and how 
traditional foods are prepared. 

"I'm also interested in — and 1 
admit I'm not there yet — trying to 
track down exactly where these tra- 
ditional Scottish foods come from 
and when they begin to beconie 
'traditional' Scottish foods," she 
said. 

Becker's expertise is noi limited 
lo Scottish foods and their evolu- 
tion. Her expertise extends to uadi- 
tional Scottish clothing of the 1 7th 
and 18lh centuries as well. 

"The uaditional Highland cloth- 
ing for men was the great kilt with 
yards and yards of colorful fabric, 
colorful stockings, waistcoats, aid 
all kinds of fancy things," Bedcer 
noted. 'Women of the same time 
period were wearing pretty much 
the same styles and fashions." She 
added, "It was the men who woe 
different. Scottish men were ihc 
peacocks. They were tasically 
wearing the same styles that men 
everywhere were wcarini:. onlv 



with a kilt. " 

"Tartan refers to a fabric pattern 
or design. Here in America, we 
used the term 'plaid' to describe this 
fabric," Becker said. "It's a checked 
pattern woven in with different col- 
ors going in both directions. Al- 
most always of wool."

teaching children who speak for- 
eign languages is not critical, but 
the numbers are steadily growing. 
He said that the last time he asked, 
32 different languages spoken by 
students were identified. He said 
that the system here is not at a 
point where it is concerned but 
classrooms are been provicted.

Hubble Telescope project wins 
fifth graders 2nd in nat'l contest

To most people, a meadow is nothing 
special — just a huge expanse of grass, 
flowers, insects, tfees and other natural 
elements. 

But to the children of Cape Henry Col- 
legiate School, a meadow is a special 
place for fun and learning. 

As part of the NASA Student Involve- 
ment Program (NSIP) 1999-2000 compe- 
tition, fourth and fifth graders from Cape 
Henry took part in experiments around 
their school. The fourth grade's project 
involved the observation of a meadow, a 
garden and a bird sanctuary. The fifth 
grade completed on a video report of the 
Hubble Telescope, an accomplishment 
that earned them second place in the na- 
tion — out of more than 3,000 putici- 
pants). 

Members of the fifth-grade team were 
eager to discuss their work. 

"We chose NASA because it seined 
exciting, and because no one else was 
doing it," said Nick E)olencck, 11. "It 
was a lot of fun to do."

Practice the 3 R's 

"The Earth does not belong to man. Man be- 
longs to the Earth. Man did not weave the web 
of life. He is merely a strand in it. Whatever he 
does to the web, he does to himself."

Thirty years ago, Wisconsin Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson posed an idea that many people of his 
generation thought was off kilter — a day set 
aside to honor Mother Earth. 

Who would have thought that three decades 
ago Earth Day would evolve to the acclaimed 
status that it enjoys in 2000? Soon after the 
first recognition of Earth Day on April 22. 
1970. two momentous occasions were cele- 
brated by environmentalists — passage of the 
Clean Water Act and creation of the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency. 

Americans have two reasons to celebrate 
Mother Earth this weekend, Earth Day on 
Saturday and Easter — the pinnacle of spring 
— on Sunday. 

Earth's "children" should do their parts indi- 
vidually to make this a better planet for all. 

Because environmental awareness is still a 
relatively young movement, it requires the 
support of every man. woman and child. If 
you are already doing your part to preserve 
the Earth for future generations, congratula- 
tions. If you aren't, you should be. It doesn't 
take a one -person war to save the planet, but 
if everyone were to pitch in with their small 
part, the possibilities are endless. 

The easiest way to do your part is to prac- 
tice the "3 R's" of environmentalism every 
each day: 

■ Reduce — This one requires the least 
amount of work. When shopping, consciously 
choose products with the least amount of 
packaging. Eschew those overpackaged prod- 
ucts— you're paying for the pretty wrapping, 
not the product. Reducing waste output is the 
key. 

■ Reuse — This requires a little more work. 
It may mean reusing plastic supermarket 
bags to line trash cans, for example, or use 
these again at the grocery store. Give items a 
new purpose. 

■ Recycle — Tbi* requires the most effort, 
but luckily most Hampton Roads localities 
make it easy on residents with curbside pick- 
up. Think of the spiritual reward in knowing 
you helped. 

Consider the impact of recycling. In one day 
alone, for example, 1.5 million pounds of 
consumer-related aluminum is recycled by 
Reynolds Aluminum. This is the equivalent of 
1,470 average-sized garbage truckloads of 
aluminum being diverted from landfills. 

There are other ways to maximize your im- 
pact, too. In honor of Arbor Day or even to re- 
member a loved one. why not plant a tree? Or 
to help celebrate Keep America Beautiful 
Month in April, why not undertake a roadside 
cleanup project? 

On Earth Day. do take the time to smell the 
roses. Take a hike through one of this area's 
many parks or refuges. Participate in Earth 
and Arbor Day festivities. Consciously observe 
nature's glory at work around you. 

Take the opportunity to look, listen, smell 
and feel. And don't forget to practice the '*3 
Rs."

If so, that's 
a laudable goal, but forgiveness of 
debt is up to the policy makers of the 
creditor member slates, not the bank 
itself. 

Equally moral is the protestors' 
stand against child labor, sweatshops 
and other human rights abuses that 
are ignored in our U"ade agreements 
around the world. But none of that is 
the purview of the World Bank ei- 
ther. 

More on target are the objections 
raisedby theenvironmentalisl groups 
to the World Bank's irresponsible 
financing of projects thai fail to take 
into account the damage unbridled 
developers reek on our planet. Now 
there's an issue that not only cries out 
for action, but is within the Bank's 
authority to actually do something 
about. 

Itisamazing to witness how quickly 
the media ratcheted up the so-called 
"Baule in Seattle" into riot status, 
and is chafing at the bit to do the same 
with this rally against corporate 
globalism. I'm old enough to re- 
member American cities burning for 



a whole summer, students being 
gunned down on a college campus, 
and Billie-clubscracking black skulls 
in the South and student skulls in the 
Midwest, Eastern and Wrcf-n stales. 
Those often turned into riots, to be 
sure, altliough many were as much 
the doing of ovcr-rcactive police is 
the prolcslors themselves. 

If we can manage to keep our cool 
and genuinely listen to the concerns 
of the newest crop of young Ameri- 
can activists, perhaps we can avoid 
the mistakes of the past. lam person- 
ally impressed with the fervor and 
numbers of young people who are 
moved to action on such humane 
issues. 

Unlike the Vietnam War, these 
youngsters don't have a dog in this 
fight. I give Ihem great credit for 
caring enough about their fellowman 
to lake the time from their busy lives 
to raise their voices for those who are 
voiceless in this new global economy. 

Admittedly, this weekend's target 
is somewhat misdirected. Itisnotthe 
World Bank or, for that matter, even 
the World Trade Organization who 
should be blamed for policies that 
insure the benefits of the global 
economy will inure overwhelmingly 
to the multinational financecrs and 
corporations. 

They merely follow the policies of 
our own government, and those of 
other wealthy meml)er states, which 
give the international conglomerates 
and foreign dictatorial governments 
a free license to exploit those whose 
labor produce the goods and to de- 
grade the world's environment. 

Both Congress and the Adminis- 
tration have the authority to put a stop 
to the exploitation of workers by de- 
manding an end to both chihj and 
prison labor and to denying workers 
the right to organize. . Plus, it is high 
time that Congress stop catering to 
the major oil companies and auto 
makers and adopt the Yokoto Ac- 
cords to lower greenhouse gases and 
save our planet. 

It would only require that the U.S. 
put its foot down in support of these 
reasonable and critical human val- 



ues, all of which we profess to be- 
lieve in at the core of our being. Both 
NAFTA and G ATT desperately need 
amending to include core labor stan- 
dards and environmental protections. 
If developing counties in those trade 
agreements refuse to go along, then, 
fine — we'll withdraw our billion- 
dollar market from their goods and 
services, and even be willing to pull 
0"! of the World Trade Organization 
if necessary. 

But that won't happen. In the first 
place, Europe would absolutely fol- 
low our lead when it comes to core 
labor rights and environmental stan- 
dards. More importantly, access to 
our market is vital to the prosperity of 
every developing nation in the world. 

If we ever stood up for our values 
on a fair and equitable basis, we would 
win the respect of the whole world. 
Even better, we could counter the 
"money-grubbing imperialist" image 
America is tarnished by throughout 
much of the international commu- 
nity. 

The answer is neither to keep China 
out of the World Trade Organization 
nor to continue the failed embargo on 
Cuba that, despite its failure, has not 
been reconsidered for over 25 years. 
It's aboutexporting American values 
along with American goods and ser- 
vices. 

It does no good for us to support 
political freedom if we don't bolster 
that support with demands for essen- 
tial economic freedoms (including 
workers' rights) that must underpin 
any successful democratic govern- 
ment based upon the free-enterprise 
system. 

The question is not what we should 
do — the protestors "have that part 
exactly right. It is whether we still 
value the dignity of the common man 
and genuinely believe in protecting 
our natural world. 

Who can blame those who wonder 
if America merely pays lip service to 
those values while, in reality, only 
value the amassing of the almighty 
buck by whatever means will pro- 
duce it most.

lished in the 
Governing Magazine's February 
2000 issue, and is considered to be 
the most comprehensive survey of 
city government management ever 
completed. 

It was stated by Patricia W. 
Ingraham, director of the Govern- 
ment Performance project at the 
Maxwell School that, "This study 
provides city leaders with tools to 
identify what's working and what is 
not in city management City leaders 
and citizens have never had access to 
the kind of information this indepen- 
dent analysis provides. With this re- 
port, leaders can strengthen the criti- 
cal connection between good man- 
agement and good government." 

In the five critical areas graded, 
Virginia Beach received an A- in 
fmancial management; A- in capital 
management; B in human resources; 
B in information technology; and a B 
in managing for results, making an 
overall grade average of B+. 

Under fmancial management, it 
was stated that Virginia Beach had 
one of the strongest rainy days funds 
around, spelling out, by written rule, 
the minimum and maximum balances. 
The study also pointed out that for- 
mal City Council action is required 
for use of the reserve; that the c ity had 
solid investment policies; pays close 
attention to the fiscal impacts of cur- 
rent actions and has been increas- 
ingly accurate with forecasts as the 
economy stabilized. This A- was one 
of only five in the "A" range among 
the 35 cities evaluated. 

Capital management in Virginia 
Beach government alsp received an 
A- and was praised for preparing its 
Capital ImprovementPlan (CIP) as if 
someone was going to read it. It was 
considered to be the "most informa- 
tiveand well-organized ones around." 
The CIP is based on an annually 
updated six-year capital improvement

program , with a one-year budget. The 
study found that in the past Virginia 
Beach hadn't been particularly strong 
at evaluating the condition of exist- 
ing facihties, but it has begun a five- 
year project to correct that situation. 

Human resources received a "B." 
It was noted that the city communi- 
cated well with employees and in 
seeking their feedback. Virginia 
Beach has an active staff suggestion 
program and much of the feedback 
comes by way of e-mail. Virginia 
Beach is looking into upgrading the 
Human Resources system. 

Information technology (IT) re- 
ceived a "B," A new IT director was 
brought in for overseeing daily op- 
erations, while the existing director 
was promoted to the CIO position 
and will be dealing with strategic 
issues, not the day-to-day operating 
issues. He will be developing the 
city's first genuinely strategic long- 
range plan. 

Managing for results received a 
"B" because of the successful effort 
the city makes at keeping a variety of 
independently appointed department 
heads involved in managing-for-re- 
sults initiatives. Because the depart- 
ment heads are shown that they are a 
part of the solution, they arc more 
readily willing to participate. 

The city has a five-year-long stra- 
tegic planning process that is updated 
constantly and is moving toward ef- 
fective use of measures to inform its 
decision-making process. Tabulating 
the five scores is how the B+ grade 
average was determined. 

Out of the 35 cities graded, only 
two cities graded higher than Vir- 
ginia Beach — Phoenix, Ariz, with 
an "A" and Austin, Tex. with an "A," 
Two cities — Indianapolis, Ind. and 
Minneapolis, Minn. — tied Virginia 
Beach with a "B+." ' 

We can all be proud not only of the 
job being done in Virginia Beach but 
also of the fact that the results have 
been noticed and pubiically acknowl- 
edge by others.

It provides 
assistance and support to nursing home and 
assisted-living facility residents throughout 
the greater Hampton Roads area. Allison is 
president of the CCPE board and serves as 
volunteer director of community relations. 

CCPE was founded by individuals who 
felt it was time for a change in the way 
nursing and assisted-living facilities are run, 
from how residents are treated to the 
patient/staff ratio. 

"It started with the whole idea being this 
was a citizens' group — a grassroots group 
— with no allegiance to anyone," Allison 
said. 

As a volunteer visitor, Allison knows the 
critical need for individuals to visit the 
elderly in nursing and assisted-living homes. 
Weeks, months, even years pass by before 
some residents receive visitors. 

Allison feels it simply shouldn't be this 
way. She visits up to four residents of these 
facilities each week. Plus, as volunteer 
director of community relations, she plans 
activities and community service projects 
for local facilities. The cause is a personal 
one, too. Allison's mother resides in a 
nursing home, and she is more comfortable 
knowing her mom is visited and taken care 
of well. 
But others aren't so fortunate. 
Often, Allison meets citizens who must 
place a family member in a nursing or 
assisted care facility with just 24 hours of 
notice. CCPE is there to provide a list of 
homes and centers, answer questions and be 
a liaison for the family. 

"You need to know what kinds of 
questions to ask. Sometimes you don't even 
know what your rights are. You may be 
shoveled into place where the hospital 
urged you to go. You must be armed with 
the right questions — you want to go in as a 
savvy consumer or informed consumer," she 
said. 

Allison speaks about CCPE's work with 
passion — not unexpected for someone who 
donated 2,800 hours to the organization last 
year. 

"We get calls from people Who say they 
have to visit their loved ones every day to 
make sure they're fed and changed," she 
said, noting families often call on CCPE to 
provide some respite visitation. "We have 
lists of people who need visitors." 

These "forgotten" adults, Allison 
continued, benefit from someone coming by 
just to say hello. Allison urges groups like 
the Boy Scouts and Brownies to adopt 
homes or individuals. 

"I feel we owe it to the older generations. 
They are survivors. They made it through 
the Depression and world wars — and now 
they may sit for hours needing to be 
changed." 

In some facilities, she said, understaffing 
is so severe that there are sometimes only 
two caregivers to look after 60 residents. 
Allison would like to see the same 
caregiver-to-resident ratio in nursing and 
assisted-living facilities as apply to 
children's day care providers. 

Allison remembers one touching story of a 
CCPE volunteer who leaned down to kiss a 
patient on the cheek. As he pulled away, he 
saw the woman had tears in her eyes. Afraid 
that he had offended her, the volunteer 
apologized. It turned out the woman was so 
grateful because she hadn't been kissed in 
20 years, 

Allison is uplifted when visiting residents 
in nursing and assisting-living facilities. She 
fondly recalled one 95-year-old genealogist 
who was "lucid" to the end and countless 
others who impacted her life. 

She shares her volunteer abilities with 
other organizations, too, including The 
Dwelling Place (a family shelter in 
Norfolk), and Edmarc Hospice for 
terminally ill children. For six years she 
served as a court-appointed special 
advocate for abused children in Virginia 
Beach, and she originated the "Over the 
Wall" prison rehabilitation program, now in 
its 28th year, 

"Imagine the impact one caring person 
can have," Allison said. 

It's not difficult to imagine — she is 
living {xoof.

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'Kicking' it is solution

Anthony Acccltulli used lo be a 
problem child. 

The 9-ycar-old boy had much 
more energy than olher children — 
so much energy he couldn't even 
sleep. As a baby, he would only 
sleep two hours at a lime. 

As lime went on, severe behavior 
problems developed, and he literal- 
ly ran his family ragged uying to 
kfop up with him. 

"Wc had to hide all the sugar and 
sweets in the house," said his 
mother, Anastasia Accetlulli. "1 
iixkcd them in the trunk of my car. 
He would tear the clothes out the 
closets and tear everything down 
looking for it in the middle of the 
night." ' 

the more his family and doctors 
ined 10 work with him, the more 
the. child became enraged. He knew 
the power of that anger and used it 
to threaten and intimidate people. 

Anastasia feared she would have 
to put her son in special hospital. 
Doctors tried everything on the 
young child, including Prozac and 
Ritalin. They gave him Chloral 
Hydrate to sleep and he hallucinated 
for 16 hours. They diagnosed him 
with bipolar attention deficit hyper- 
activity disorder (ADHD) and non- 
seizure epilepsy with severedepres- 
Nion. 



Finally, the doctors tried 1,(X)() 
milligrams of Depacotc and 25 
milligrams of Zoloff. But the boy 
was still bouncing off the walls. 

That's when his mother found 
Fitness Kicks. 

Fitness Kicks is a martial arts fa- 
cility run by Yoon ahdKaihy Lee, 
newcomers lo the area from Wash- 
ington, D.C. Their studio on Vir- 
ginia Beach Boulevard has been 
open since January and they arc 
making great strides with both of 
Accettulli boys. The other boy, 
Vincent, 7, has early mental retar- 
dation and developmental delay. 

"I don't worry about what people 
have or don't have," Yoon Lee 
said. "When they come in, I look 
at where they are at physically and 
mentally then go from there. Ev- 
eryone is different. But we can usu- 
ally work with anybody." 

The Lees have trained eight na- 
tional champions — Kathy Lee has 
been a national champion twice. 
Both have been into martial arts 
since they were children, so they 
understand what motivates children 
in their field and are just as com- 
fortable working with adults. 

Anthony has been in their pro- 
gram two months and has just it- 
ceivedhis white belt. He is proud 
of his accomplishment. He recently 
told a television crew he could pro- 
tect his family now.

"He feels responsible," Anastasia 
.said. " acts like a big brother now 
instead of fighting all the time." 

"Karate works," .she said. "I tried 
everything, football, baseball and 
day camps. He would come home 
and it was like an explosion." 

She credits the discipline and 
structure of the program for his 
success. But it is not a "military 
thing." 

"It lifts them up and gives them 
enthusiasm," she said. 

It is easy to see why the program 
works. Yoon Lee put two of the 
students though a workout on Fri- 
day evening, Anthony and Tia 
Boone, 7. He kept the children's at- 
tention the whole time while they 
went through the fairfy rapid exer- 
cises. 

He gave them encouragement, 
urged them to beat old records of 
time and how to compete on a fun 
level with each other. 

"They will not fight until we 
have been into the program about 
nine months," Yoon Lee explained. 

Anthony Accettulli's favorite 
part is the kicks. Lee uses X-ray 
paper to teach the students how to 
kick. 

"The point is not how high you 
kick, but the force behind it," he 
said. 

Accettulli's kicks made the paper 
snap loudly. 

When the exercise was finished, 
the children sat for an hour — qui- 
etly. They were waiting to see who 
was the quietest so he or she could 
take home a special trophy for a 
week. 

It is the philosophy of the Lees 
that before a student can overcome 
an opponent they must learn lo 
know him or herself first. The 
steps are learned to earn a belt, they 
are not just handed out. They use 
motivation, positive reinforcement 
for good behavior, natural disci- 
pline, and martial art^. 

They teach a combination of 
kick-boxing, boxiilg, Japanese 
karate, and Korean tae kwon do. It 
is designed for self-defense, recre- 
ation, weight loss or getting in 
shape. Although they do require re- 
spect, it is not heavy like some 
marital arts centers. 

And it is working for Anthony 
Accettulli. 

He just made the honor roll in 
his fourth grade class at Lynnhavcn 
Elementary School. He helps out 
at home, and he is polite, well 
mannered and has a respect for 
other people in public.

and cloclcs — all made from eggs. 

The liniesl finch eggs to biggest 
ostrich eggs are used, though her 
favorite for versatility is the goose 
egg. 

Sonic may wonder which came 
first — the chicken or the egg? 
But Farbcr doesn't; it's always 
the egg. Especially with her 
projects. 

"Wc gel the eggs from 
hatcheries, where they breed the 
animals for food and sell off the 
infertile eggs. We use them and 
don't have to blow 'em out and 
clean 'em up. They come nice 
and clean. It takes a lot of work 
to blow an egg," she explained. 

Once she has the egg, it's an 
empty canvas for Farber to 
consider. Should it be a clock or 
diorama, perfume dispenser or 
kaleidoscope? 

"You can do just about 
anything with an egg, in addition 
to eating it," Farbcr quipped. 

This particular day, sitting in 
her Green brier-based studio, she's 
working on an exquisitely 
intricate Cinderella's coach, 
bedecked fewilh hundreds of 
crystals. When complete, it will 
be pulled by swans and a tiny 
Cinderella will sit inside. And 
after 35 to 45 hours of work, this 
spectacular creation will got for 
S650 10 S850. 

It's an "eggs-acting" art, but the 
shells are surprisingly harder than 
one would expect. After a few coats 
of paint and enamel, in fact, they 
ju-e pretty sturdy — though Farber 
doesn't suggest dropping an egg 
just to test the theory. 

But not chicken eggs. They are 
pretty delicate, she confirmed. 

"Sometimes they don't make it 
home from the grocery store," 
she noted. 

Egg art is Farber's hobby and 
profession, consuming her time 
from morning until night. She

calls herself an "cgger," the 
lingo for artists like herself. 
There are several in the area, she 
said, and they get together for 
"socials" much like quilters 
enjoy their bees. 

Eggers take pride in their art, 
which Farber said can be traced 
back to the days of the pharaohs. 
Many countries have egg 
traditions — the Chinese give red 
eggs to wedding couples for 
fertility, for example. And, of 
course, most people are familiar 
with Faberge eggs, though Farbcr 
said they're not real eggs at all. 

"He didn't use real egg shells," 
she laughed, although not 
everyone realizes that. 

Farber, who teaches classes in 
her art and is a member of the 
International Egg Art Guild, is 
fascinated with the medium in 
which she works. In fact, she will 
have an impressive display of 
"naked eggs" on display at the 
museum. 

The collection of 24 natural 
eggs includes all shapes, sizes 
and colors from 10 bird species. 
Of note are a Cassoway egg with 
a textured light green 
appearance, and an emu egg 
whose greenish tint is so dark it 
resembles black granite.

While they received the agricul- 
tural award for being good farmers, 
they also are active in the commu- 
nity and have contributed signifi- 
cantly to their profession. 

"They pay attention to detail," 
said Louis Cullipher, director of 
the Virginia Beach Department of 
Agriculture. "They do everything 
they are supposed to do." 

While many farmers are losing 
their land after suffering financial 
losses over the past several years, 
the Whites have been able to hang 
on through innovation. 

They became one of the largest 
grain-producing farms in the anea 
and developed a niche market, sell- 
ing the seed under their own name, 
Cullipher acknowledged. They 
maximize their resources and use 
cutting edge farming techniques, he 
added. 

That may be because While Jr. 
takes his job very seriously.' He ex- 
plained that farming isn't just 
about planting and harvesting. 

"You not only have to be an ex- 
cellent grower, but an excellent 
marketer as well," he noted. "You 
have to be a business man." 

White Jr. says that so many vari- 
ables are outside the control of the 
farmer that he has to stay on top of 
everything from the weather to the 
govemment agriculture reports. 

He also stays well connected in 
the farming industry. The Whites 



are active members of the Corn and 
Soybean Association, Virginia 
Seedman, Virginia Beach Farm Bu- 
reau and Virginia Crop ImfMove- 
ment Association. 

White Jr. is now largely in 
charge of the family farm since his 
father started losing his eyesight 
from diabetes about 16 years ago. 
However, While Sr. cail often be 
found puttering around the bam. 

While the White family has been 
farming for four generations, the 
elder of the duo isn't hopeful that 
they'll be able to pass the business 
down to his grandchildren. 

"If it ain't in your blood, you're 
crazy to farm," said White Sr. 

He stated that at one time farmers 
could make a good living off the 
land, but now they are unable to 
get any money for their products. 

His son still has a small glim- 
mer of hope that this year will be 
different from the last few. 

With a drought expected in the 
Midwest this year, the Whites just 
might be able to make a decent 
profit from their crops with some 
of the competition out of the way. 

"It's good news for us, but bod 
news for them," White Jr. said. 

"You hate to wish bad things on 
somebody," he sympathized. 

However, he admitted that be- 
cause the Midwest farmers enjoyed 
three good years in a row, he feels 
it's now time for this region's 
farmers to reap their reward.

Vice mayor proposes revenue

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms Ir. 
has proposed that a revenue source, 
specifically from new revenues, sliould 
be identified for the purchase oi open 
space. 

One possibility he suggested would be 
anticipated revenue from the 31st Su-cct 
garage/motel/park project. He said that 
this could produce $2 million a year in 
new revenue. New revenue would enable 
the city to generate as much as $20 mil- 
lion.

Green Run 
library to be 
explored

A proposal for providing library ser- 
vices in the Green Run area, which has 
none now, will be presented at the budget 
reconciliation workshop May 4, library 
director Marcie Sims said at a City 
Council budget workshop this week. 

The city has plans to construct a full- 
service library for the area, but funding is 
not included in the proposed six-year cap- 
ital budget of SI. 4 billion. 

Until the library is built, library ser- 
vices will be provided at the Boys and 
Girls Club's 5,000-square-foot addition at 
Rosemont Road and Buckncr Boulevard. 

Funding ($500,000) for the purchaseof 
library materials for Uie temporary library 
is included in the capital budget. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan had 
expressed disappointment that the Green 
Run Library was not in the proposed 
budget. 

The city has plans to 
construct a full- 
service library for the 
area, but funding is 
not included in the 
proposed six-year 
capital budget. 



Sims said she would have more details 
of the interim use of the Boys and Girls 
Club space by the reconciliation work- 
shop. Council will consider the budget 
for approval on May 9. 

The plan is for the library to enter into 
a lease with the Boys and Girls Club to 
use the space. When the library, which 
will be constructed on a site contiguous 
to the club is built, the 5,000-square-fect 
of space at the club will revert to the 
club and will be used for day care, a tccn 
center, or other club uses, Sims said. 

Sims said that design for the library is 
expected in 2003 or 2004 and the library 
is expected to be opened in 2005 or 
2006. 

Details of the plan, Sims said, will be 
available at the May 4 workshop.

After years of

There's the King of Beer. 
Then Uiere's die Beverage King. 
Then there's King Neptune. 
And somehow they're all related 
— in the the persona of Lawrence L

public speaking and must be well- 
versed in festival facts — everything 
from how much revenue it brings 
Virginia Beach to when and what 
events are being held.

levels of carbon monoxide we are 
pouring into our atmosphere from 
automotive emissions. One doesn't 
have to be a meteorologist to know 
that already the industrialized world 
has begun to reek havoc on the earth ' s 
delicate balance; or that the threat to 
our planet if we don't arrest global 
warming is very real indeed. 

The early warning signs of weather 
extremes, including the increased 
flooding and other natural disasters 
which the scientists predicted would 
occur if we don't reduce greenhouse 
gases, are already upon us. 

So isn't it about time we at least 
studied the viability of light rail, and 
every other means by which we can 
reduce the amount of carbon monox- 
ide our region emits into the su-ato- 
sphere as our populations continues 
to steadily grow? 

Such a study is long overdue. 
Twenty years ago we should have 
been mapping out a strategy on how 
mass transit would serve our region. 
But just because we didn't wake up 
and smell the coffee then is no reason 
to not do so now. 

The citizens of Chesapeake will 
have a chance to do just that when 
they go to the polls on May 2. A 
federally-funded study to investigate 
tia viability of light rail as a feasible 
option for Chesapeake is theirs for 
the asking. 

So why is there a referendum on 
the ballot? Surcly, no one could 
object toa free study aimed at provid- 
ing information on this mass u^ansii 
option? It is not as if Chesapeake is 
making a commitment to build a light 
rail system, .fflily to study how one 
might work to serve the community. 

Why, indeed! Councilman Alan 
Krasnoff, an opponent of light rail 
(and many other past measures to 
modernize Chcsai»ake's infrasu^uc- 
ture), used his position on City Coun- 
cil to put the question of whether the 
city should go fo^ard with this stiKly 
on the ballot. Only he conveniently 
forgoi to tell the voters that the stiKly 
was at no expense to them. 

Plus, Krasnoff wwded the referen- 
dum so confusingly that the unin- 
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formed voter, which is the typical 
voter in these low visibility May elec- 
tions, is likely to believe that they are 
voting for or against light rail, with p 
possible tax increase to fund it. 

Without the study and full public 
hearings, it is absurd to even be vot- 
ing on such an important issue, one 
way or the other. Councilman 
Krasnoff is undoubtedly counting on 
the usual low voter turnout and lack 
of information on the referendum it- 
self to defeat Chesapeake's chance to 
participate in the fe(terally-funded 
light rail system planned for Norfolk 
and other outlying areas. It certainly 
makes one wonder what on earth the 
opponents of the light rail study arc 
afraid of — if it's a bad idea . the study 
will only verify their position. 

There is also a danger that last 
year's highly publicized light rail ref- 



erendum in which thecitizens of Vir- 
ginia Beach rejected a commitment 
to build a light rail system will in- 
crease the likelihood that Chesapeake 
voters will view this referendum in 
that same light instead of merely an 
approval for a no-cost study. 

The citizens of Chesapeake must 
not be deceived by efforts of the 
opponents of light rail to cloud the 
issue. A study just makes sense and 
it would be foolish to pass up an 
opportunity to become fully appraised 
of the costs and benefits a more envi- 
ronmentally-friendly means of trans- 
mitting people throughout our region 
could provide. 

The last model the citizens of 
Chesapeake should ever follow is 
that of their neighbors at the Beach. 
Virginia Beach is still suffering from 
its lack of foresight to plan for ad- 
equate roads and other infrastructure 
to support their growdi boom. 

Now that it's Chesapeake's turn to 
grow at breakneck speed, its resi- 
dents should avoid the "pretend it's 
not happening mentality" so charac- 
teristic of die Beach's voters who 
always end up bearing the conse- 
quences of being a day late and a 
dollar short. 

A "yes" vote on the light rail study 
is the only rational vote a concerned 
citizen can cast on May 2. Even if the 
study wasn't free, we have a moral 
obligation to at least investigate ev- 
ery possible solution for decreasing 
the amount of pollutants we emit into 
the stratosphere. 

But, it is free. So, there is no 
excuse for even the' least public- 
minded of our citizens to deny those 
who do care about our city's long- 
range future the inforniation upon 
which die city can make a sound 
decision on whether a Hglit rail mass 
transit system makesense for Chesa- 
peake or not.

If you are like most Virginia Beach 
residents, you've probably been to 
the Pavilion for a high school gradu- 
ation, a garden show, a musical or 
any one of thousands of events that 
have been held there since the facility 
was built in 
1980. 

If you've 
been to the 
boat show or 
to one of the 
larger shows 
recently , 
however, you 
probably had 
to step out- 
side to see 
some of the 
exhibits un- 
der a tent — 
that is, if you 
could find a 
place to park. 
As those 
who know 
*~~^^~"~^'~ the Pavilion 
can tell you, 
the facility has 
failed to grow and modernize to meet 
community needs. That's why a steer- 
ing committee of 30 concerned citi- 
zens is exploring ways to expand the 
facility to meet growing community 
demands and attract more revenue 
producing conventions to help pay 
for the expansion. 

Virginia Beach resident Robert 
Goodman is chairing the steering 
committee. He has enjoyed many 
events at the Pavilion theater and has 
been interested in the project for years. 
He believes that the expansion is one 
of the most important capital invest- 
ments the city can make. 

"The Pavilion has served us well, 
but it's worn out," said Goodman, 
"and it's only about one-third the size 
we need. It's too small for our com- 
munity , which has more than doubled 
ih population, or our tourist indusuy, 
which has also doubled. 

"We have a chance to do some- 
thing great for our city and for our 
children: to give them a building 
they'll be proud of and to provide a 
better quality facility, which will in- 
creaseour economic base. Thatmeans 
more money forothercity needs. It's 
a triple win. We get a nicer facility for 
local use, the city gets more tax rev- 
enue, and we can attract more con- 
ventions." 

Many cities around the country are 
investing in the construction or ex- 
pansion of their convention facilities 
because economic impact studies 
have demonstrated the wisdom of 
such investment. Goodman empha- 
sizes the need for Virginia Beach to 
build a quality facility that is on par 
with facilities in other cities, such as 
Savannah, Charlotte and Myrtle 
Beach, where recent convention cen- 
ter projects are aiu^ting top dollar 
conventions that pass Virginia Beach 
by. 

The 20-year-old Pavilion lacks 
modem technology, first class fur- 
nishings, and the large exhibition 
space and ballroom demanded by 
most conventions. An expansion that 
includes top quality amenities could 
generate tax revenue from as many as 
124,000 additional hotel room nights 
and hundreds of thousands of addi- 
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tional restaurant meals per year, as 
well as, increased fees from rentals 
and concessions. 

Cities that have expanded their 
convention centers have benefited 
from an increase in tax revenues and 
from an increased private investment 
in new or upgraded hotels, entertain- 
ment venues, and other facilities. 
Mike Ezcll is a senior principal and 
chief designer for Thompson 
Ventulett Stainback and Associates 
in Atlanta. His firm has worked on 
some of the largest convention center 
projects in the counuy in cities like 
Washington, Philadelphia and Mi- 
ami. 

They arecurrently working on con- 
ceptual designs for the Pavilion 
project. He can attest to the increase 
in upscale facilities that have resulted 
from convention center projects. 

Ezell said, "Hotels will step up to 
the plate to address the market. 
There's excellent potential on the 
Pavilion site to build anything the 
community wants." 

Recent citizen surveys and focus 
groups have indicated that residents 
consider the Pavilion to be an impor- 
tant community resource and under- 
stand the need for expansion. 

Jim Rickets, director of our De- 
partment of Convention and Visitor 
Development says, "The expansion 
makes sense because it will allow our 
residents to enjoy bigger and better 
events, and we'll be able to pay for 
the facility in part with revenue from 
the increased numberof conventions. 

The Pavilion over the past four 
years has brought in a net median rate 
of return of 44 percent. With a expan- 
sion, we would get a return on invest- 
ment and a first class facility for our 
residents, as well as our visitors, to 
enjoy." 

The timing of this expansion 
couldn't be better. We're at a cross- 
roads and not only do we not want to 
be left behind, we want to keep step 
with the times and the other cities in 
the region. In order to do that, the 
time to expand the Pavilion is now.

J^. Letand Simmons: Carving a ujputation

TowneBank's well-known senior vice 
president of lending, A. Leland Simmons 
has made a name for himself thanks to an 
astute business sense. But the banker has 
also carved a reputation as an award- 
winning artist specializing in wildlife, land- 
scapes and seascapes. 

A series of his detailed renderings of an- 
tique wooden decoys is even captured on 
notecards for Ducks Unlimited, one of his 
favorite causes. 

Simmons began both careers about the 
same time — after returning to the area fol- 
lowing military service during the Vietnam 
War. 

"I'm probably more on the artistic side 
than the banking side. I've never even taken 
a business or math course. I've learned it on 
the job," he admitted. 

After studying literature at the University 
of Georgia, Simmons taught a semester at 
Old Dominion University while pursuing his 
master's degree. He was called to service 
by the Navy, and after returning from the 
war, had lost his call to teach. 

Charting a new course for his life, he went 
to work for Bank of Virginia and has been in 
in the banking industry ever since. 

He admits his passion for art had a some- 
what fortuitous beginning. Simmons started 
to experiment with his creative side when a 
friend was moving and gave him a set of 
paints that had never been opened. Without 
any formal u-aining, he picked up a brush 
and has been refining his technique ever 
since. 

Within a few years, his work was on the 
cover of Virginia Wildlife magazine. That's 
when Simmon's art career really took off 
He built his reputation as a serious artist 
through Ducks Unlimited, a non-profit orga- 
nization dedicated to wetlands conservation. 
With his love for the organization and out- 
doors, he began painting wildlife scenes. 

As a still life artist, light, form and shad- 
ow play an important part in his work. Sim- 
mons' paintings are so lifelike that the 
viewer is tempted to reach out and touch 
the picture. Yet Simmons never enrolled in 
an art course until last January, when he 
signed up for drawing class. 

"With this new course I'm trying to get 
looser," he explained. "I've always worked 
with real needle-thin brushes. Now I'm using 
these bigger, thicker brushes that you can't 
do that detail with. One of my instructors 
made me stand behind a yard stick some 
two.feet away from the canvas — to paint 
with your arm rather than your hand. It's ag- 
onizing, but very satisfying." 

And since starting this new course, Sim- 
mons good-naturedly admits, "I've got a 
long way to go. The more you learn about 
something, you realize the less you know." 

Simmons, always an acrylic artist, is also 
exploring a new medium that's proving to 
be a challenge: oils. 

"Acrylics take 'about 20 minutes to dry; 
oils take four to five days. Because they 
take longer, you tend to overwork them 
while they're still wet and muddy the colors. 
Oils are difficult, but have a higher bril- 
liance." 

Through he's delving into new territory, 
Simmons is a respected painter. For the last 
(bur years he has been honored at the state 
level for his talent. Each year Ducks Unlim- 
ited invites artists from throughout Virginia 
to submit waterfowl-related paintings for its 
annual Sponsor Print competition. After a 
committee review, the best painting is se- 
lected and named the Sponsor Print for the 
state chapter of Ducks Unlimited. Simmons' 
work has received the top honor three times 
and second place once in the past four 
years. 

He's proud that funds raised from the sale 
of his prints support Duck Unlimited's' wet- 
lands habitat programs, which now encom- 
pass more than seven million acres. 

He good-naturedly laughs, though, that he 
may go "quackers" if he has to paint one 
more decoy. 

Now that his reputation as an artist is 
firmly established, Simmons has patrons 
who commission him to paint local marshes 
and Outer Banks scenes. Some of his work 
even hangs in the lobbies of competing 
banks. 

Simmons estimates he'll retire from the 
banking indusuy in about 10 years. He plans 
to pursue painting full-time after that.

Wooden decks will add beauty to 
home for years with the right care 



Outdoor decks are a source of 
pride for many homeowners. The 
natural wood compliments a 
home and is an ideal place for 
entertaining. 

Keeping your deck beautiful is 
simple once you know the Uicks 
of the trade, reports the wood 
care experts at the Flood Compa- 
ny. Here are some questions and 
answers about some common 



deck problems: 

How can I remove nail 
stains? Wood often darkens and 
speaks around nails. Chemicals 
in the wood react with iron in 
nails, teaving a nasty stain. A 
deck cleaner, such as Dekswood 
Cleaner and Brightener. will ic- 
move those stains. 

My deck has turned gray. 
What should I do? Wood turns 




gray because sunlight breaks 
down the "glue" that binds wood 
cells together, leaving behind a 
very thin mat of loose wood 
fiber. Dirt collects and changes 
the wood's appearance to a light, 
then darker gray. Cleaning with a 
deck cleaner will restore (he natu- 
ral color. Graying can be con- 
u-olled with a protective finish. 

Should I treat the wood on 
my new deck? In the past, ex- 
perts recommended ueating wood 
only after it weathers. Excess 
moisture in new wood, mill 
glaze and natural chemicals pre- 
vent finishes from pencuating 
into the wood. However, re- 
searchers have developed a for- 
mula that will peneU'ate and. pro- 
tect new wood while still allow- 
ing it to weather. Seasonite New 
Wood Treatment prevents warp- 
ing, cupping and splitting, while 
allowing the wood lo weather 
naturally. 

What can I do about water 



spots? Washing with a deck 
cleaner will remove unsightiy 
water spots caused by sprinklers, 
hoi tubs and swimming pools. A 
finish such as CWF-UV Clear 
Wood Finish will restore the nat- 
ural color. 

What do yo do when the 
wood color is uneven? Wood 
can weather unevenly for many 
reasons including uneven appli- 
cation of the original finish, foot 
tfaffic patterns; unequal exposure 
to sun and weather, etc. Touch 
up light areas with the finish. 
Allow heavily coated areas to 
continue to weather. 

How do you get rid of mold 
and mildew stains? Scrub 
mold and mildew spots with a 
mixture of bleach and water, then 
rinse llioroughly- However, do 
not use a bleach cleaner on the 
entire deck; Bleach can weaken 
the delicate wood fibers and break 
down the wood surface. Use a 
non-bicach cleaner.

If the city acccpl-s grant money, 
that is, from the Virginia Marine 
Resources Commission, which 
gets its money from a S6 fee from 
salt water fishermen, Henslcy said 
the city would be prohibited from 
charging a fee. 

The facility would include park- 
ing, boat ramps, restrooms and 
walkways to the beach at ilie 
Lcsner Bridge/Crab Creek .spoils 
site iirea. 

Without the grant money (from 
the VMRC or the Department of 
Game and Inland Fisheries), the 
city would be about S288,(X)0 
short. Of the total estimated cost 
— SI.77 million — S670,52i is 
dependent upon the award of two 
state grants, from the VMRC mi 
the Game and Inland fisheries. 

Frankenfield .said that the city is 
not likely to receive the latter but 
that the department is committal to 
bring the project within what funds 
iire available. 

Mayor Mcycra Oberndorf said 
that the voters have been patient. 
Ten years ago they were given a 
ray of hope. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
asked whether the VMRC grant 
would prohibit charging for pair- 
ing. 

Frankenfield said that 115 park- 
ing spaces are provided for non- 
trailer parking and 97 for boats. He 
said that the residents of the Short 



Drive area support free parking. 
While anyone with a salt water 
fishing license will be excused 
from any parking fees, the city can 
charge for parking or for launching. 

Hensley said that people would 
have to be hired to collect the fees, 
which would be difficult because 
IKOple launching boats show up at 
any hour. 

As to meters, Frankenfield said 
that there has been honor systems 
elsewhere that are successful. 

The Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment, in presenting its proposed 
operating budget, figures that it 
costs a nickel a day per resident to 
provide services. The performance 
measure is projected to remain con- 
stant atS21. With the current pop- 
ulation estimate at 451,991, the 
net cost, alter fees and charges rev- 
enue is deducted is S9j5()l,609, 
which equates roughly to a nickel 
per resident a day. 

The total budget request is 



S2,557,832, an increase of S3,632 
over the current budget. 

The department, however, has 
proposed fee increases for fLscal 
2000-01 as follows: 

■ After school elementary day 
care will be increased S5 to S25; 
after school middle school, S2 to 
S20; summer activity centers for 
elementary and middle schools, S5 
to S45; therapeutic recreation sum- 
mer activity center, S5 to S50 and 
therapeutic recreation .summer 
youth activity centers and teen cen- 
ters, S5 to $55. 

■ The S30 payment for the 
Golden Age Care would be made an 
annual payment from one-time — 
the regular adu.lt card is S35. 

The age for the Golden Age Card 
would be reduced from 65 to 60 
years and any previously issued 
ciu-d will be grandfathered. Seniors 
meeting the income requirements 
will have the ""pnrtunity for a 50 
percent fee waiver.

Beach Inches upward 
In state health funds

Virginia Beach is moving up on 
the list of the amount localities re- 
ceive per capita from the state for 
the operation of the city's health 
department — from 35 to 34. 

Dr. Venita Newby-Owens, health 
department director, said at a City 
Council budget workshop Tuesday 
that the city was fortunate in hav- 
ing a bill passed by the General 
Assembly specifically for Virginia 
Beach giving the beach an addition- 
al S225,000 for each year of the bi- 
ennium for mandatory and non- 
mandatory services. 

At least, said Newby-Owens, the 
city is moving up and the funding 
may start a process. 

City Manager James Spore said 
that every year the city includes a 
request for more funding for the 
health department in its legislative 
package. 

"We're just about at the bottom 
of the heap," he noted. 

Dr. Newby-Owens said that the 
formula for the allocation is one of 
the issues that should be looked at. 
She said that the formula was 
adopted 35 years ago and was never 
upgraded. As a result the faster 
growing localities suffer. The for- 
mula does not take into considera- 
tion growth, she said.

amount they are now receiving. 

Councilwoman Margaret Eure 
said the money should be put 
where the need is. 

Matthias said that SIO million in 
additional funds was provided state- 
wide, which isn't much. 

Newby-Owens also said that the 
department is waiting for the con- 
sultant's report on a study of 15 lo- 
calities, including Virginia Beach, 
which will make recommendations 
on Medicaid reimbursements. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
also asked about the department's 
policy on inspections. She said 
that in the Charlotte-Mecklenburg 
area, restaurants are ranks and the 
top five and lowest five are listed. 

Newby-Owens said that North 
Carolina has a ranking system, but 
in Virginia, Restaurants pass or fail. 
There is no ranking system. This 
policy has been debated ever since a 
television station has been doing a 
series on the subject. 

She said she did not think that a 
ranking system would be an im- 
provement overall.
